WI provide Things honeſt in the Sight of all 
IN| Men.,—There has not been one Part of 
my outward Conduct, as I know of, 
paſſed unobſerved and uncenſured by 
| wicked and unreaſonable Men: But what 
ſeems to have given them the greateſt Offence, and cauſed 
the loudeſt Outcry, has been my making publick Collections 
for an Orphan-Houſe in Georgia. 

Some indeed affirm, there is no ſuch Thing.—But how 
it could enter into the Heart of any to fay ſo, I could not 
conceive, unleſs the Scripture had ſaid, The Heart of Man 
is deſperately wicked. | 

Something more than a Twelvemonth ago, I printed a 
Plan of the whole Building, and gave an Account of its Si- 
tuation, OEconomy, and what I was upon Arrears when I 
left Georgia, January 174%. My chief Deſign now is, to 
give a ſhort Account of the Progreſs of the Work fince, 
both as to our temporal and ſpiritual Concerns, ſo far as 
lies in my Power. 

The Salvation of Souls is the chief Thing I had in View, 
When God put it into my Heart to build this Houſe. I 
would then begin with that firſt. — 

And here I would pauſe a while, and acknowledge that 
I am much indebted to the Divine Goodneſs for what he 
has already done for many Souls ſince its firſt Inſtitution, 
I muſt confeſs, to the Glory of God, it has far exceeded 


my Expectations.

During the Time I was among them, before my going 
to, and after my Return from, Philadelphia, Boſton, &c. 
there were ſeveral remarkable Awakenings amongſt the 
Children and others belonging to the Houle, much reſem- 
bling the bleſſed Awakening now at Cambuſlang and other 
Places in theſe Kingdoms; as will appear from conſulting 
ſome of my lateſt Journals.—Juft before I came laſB away, 
the Lord was much amongſt us; at which Time a young 
Man, about Twenty one Years of Age, was converted, who 
fince has been made a bleſſed Inſtrument of converting 
many poor Negroes in South-Carolina.— Several others alſo, 
that came to pay us a Viſit at the Orphan-Houſe, were 
really brought home to God, and now bring forth the Fruits 
of the Spirit in their Lives and Converſations.— How it has 
been with my Family fince my Departure, will beſt appear 
by publiſhing ſame Extracts from the Letters which have 
been ſent me from Time to Time, ſince my Departure. 
Mr. Barber Superintendent of the ſpiritual Afﬀairs, a truly 
ſpiritual Man, writes thus; | | 


My very dear Brother, Betheſda, March 21. 1747. 
Ever, no, never did my Eyes fee ſuch a Sight, nor 

my Ears hear ſuch a Sound, as in the Day paſt; 

and Oh how will your dear Soul rejoice'when you hear 
what 1t was! It was nothing leſs — and wonderful 
than a great Number of little Children in your Orphan: 
Houſe, crying out after the Lord; I know you will want 
to have a particular Account, and therefore I write : But, 
before I ſpeak of this, I might inform you, that the Lord 
has been working upon the Hearts of ſome before. Two 
oung Men employed here — J. and A. I hope and truſt, 
— been ſavingly converted ſince you left us, and alſo 
Eli. V b; this was about three Weeks ago. James M h 
was much revived and comforted, and ſeveral of the biggeſt 
Boys of your dear Family were awakened, and ſtill remain 
under deep Convictions. We have put them into two 
Bands, and allowed them two or three Hours every Day 
to ſpend in Reading, Praying, and Singing Hymns by them- 
ſelves.— They have been heard to pray very earneſtly ; I 
heard at one Time particularly ſome of them were greatly 
affected. The younger Boys were deſirous of joining with 
them. A few Days ago we gave ſome of them Liberty ; 
and now I ſhall give you a more particular Account of what 
happened among them this Day.—After Dinner Brother Pe- 
riam had left them in the School picking Cotton; * 
| while 
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4 while they were working, one of them ſaid to another, 7 
| j ve do not believe in the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, we ſhall all go te 
* Hell; and added, that the Children of God, prayed to God. 
| Immediately, the Boy to whom he ſpake, fell down upon 
his Knees, and began to pray; and then another, till the 
were all on their Knees together praying. Providence 
order'd it, that ſome of the Family heard them, and 'twas 
; not long before the whole Family was gathered around 
them. Oh how did the awful and pleaſing Sight ftrike us, 
and melt us into a Flood of Tears! The dear little Lambs 
„ cContinued crying out with the trembling Jaylor, What muſt 
we do to be ſaved? They prayed, Lord God Almighty have 
Compaſſion upon us, prick us to the Heart, and pluck us 
; as Firebrands out of the Burning ; and, O Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
thou, Son of David, have Mercy upon us; have Mercy u- 
: pon us, O thou Son of David! O Lord Jeſus Chriſt, waſh 
, us in thy Blood. O Lord, take away our hard ſtony Hearts, 
and give us Hearts of Fleſh.-- O give us broken and con- 
trite Hearts. O Lord, let our Sins be a heavy Burden upon 
our Backs, and let us find no Reſt till we find Reſt in thee! 
And Oh how did the dear little Souls plead with God! 


F © Lord, haſt thou not ſaid, that thoſe that ſeek thee early ſhall 
; find thee ? and that thou wilt not quench the ſmoking Flax, 
nor break the bruiſed Reed? And [ heard one of them fay 
to the Lord, — Lord, thou haſt ſaid that we ſhall be all taught 


of ther. But I can't pretend to name all the Expreſſions we 
have heard them make uſe of in their Prayers, - I obſerved 
moſt of the Expreſſions were Scripture-Language: And I 
can't think that poor blind Bartimeus was more earneſt in 
crying out, Lord Jeſus, thou Son of David, have Mercy on 
me, than ſome of theſe poor Souls were. They continued 
thus crying after the Lord an Hour or two; and not only 
what I ſaw, but what I felr, convinced me that the Lord 
was preſent with us.—And he that has wounded, I hope; 
will ere long heal their poor Souls. I often think of your 
Words, That the Lord goes a Way to work by himſelf; and 
is it not that He may be exalted, and we abaſed ? I have 
frequently found my baſe Heart ready to take ſome of the 
| Glory that was due unto God for his Work, to myſelf; but 
the Lord lets me ſee more and more that I can do nothing, 

and that I deſerve nothing. 
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Mr. Haberſham Superintendent of the outward Affairs in 
the Orphan-Houſe, and who I am perſwaded loves the 
Lord Jeſus in Sincerity, writes me thus;

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Ay deareſt Friend and Brother, 
— 1 HE Spirit of the Lord ſeems to be moving 
| upon the Faces of many Souls here; moſt, 
I not all the Boys, ſeem to be under ſome Concern; little 
as well as great Boys cry mightily to Jeſus the Son of David 
to have Mercy upon them. About 14 Days ago, at Brother 
Zarber's Requeſt, I ſpoke to the Children at Evening-prayer : 
My Soul at that Time was bowed down with a Senſe of my 
own, and eſpecially your poor Lambs Deadneſs to God; 
but our gracious Redeemer, who is always ready to hel 
.In Time of Need, was pleaſed to give me Power to ſpea 
to their Conſciences. I think I could, and did juſtly appeal 
to their Hearts, that they wanted neither bodily nor ſpiri- 
tual Food; I told them, They, as well as myſelf could not 
be inſenſible what little Care was taken of taem before they 
came to us, and conſequently how ungrateful they were to 
miſimprove ſuch Means as they now enjoyed: I beſeeched 
them by the Mercies of God, that they would improve this 
their Day of Salvation, that we and our Benefactors might 
rejoice; we in the Work of our Hands, they in the Fruit 
of their Bounty. An Impreſſion was made on ſome; I ob- 
ſerved them the next Day retire into the Woods, to ſing and 
pray together. Two Nights after I ſpoke to them again, 
and as f romiſed, ſo I return'd them my publick Thanks 
for their little Amendment, with Tears of Love and Joy: I 
felt the Lord powerfully on my own Soul, and it ſeemed to 
reach the Children, and put them under a viſible Concern. 
Ever ſince, Brother Barber has put the great Boys into two 
Companies, and they conſtantly meet together every Day 
to ſing and pray. Saturday the 21ſt inſtant, the Preſence of 
the Lord came down among the Children, little arid great, 
as they were talking among themſelves about Eternity ; and 
they cried ſo much to Jeſus of Nazareth to have Mercy 
upon them, that the Family ſoon heard them. We all went, 
faw and wept over about 25 or 3o dear Lambs upon their 
- Knees before God, ſome pleading the Promiſes, and others 
calling on Jeſus. O how did my hard Heart rejoice ! Blefs 
{ed be God, many of them ſeem to retain their Convictions, 
and all are ſerious. Does not your Soul leap for Joy, and. 
fay, Bleſs the Lord, O my Friends! and let us magnify his 
Name together? Indeed, my dear Brother, all the Glory is 
due to Him. Whilſt I am writing, I bluſh that I ſhould

I have great Hopes that God will bring ſome effectually to 
himſelf.

I 
rejoice much that the Lord ſent Brother Barber among us: 
for 1 have neither Leiſure nor Ability to ſpeak much to the © 
Children, and he ſeems to delight to watch over their Souls:

deal for us.—All the Boys now ly in the great Houſe.— 
They have got- Coats, and ly in Sheets, of their own ma- 
king : By this means they are kept ſweet and glean. We 
have a fine growing Stock of Cattle; and if God ſhould fo 

' order it, that we ſhould have a Plantation in Carolina, as I 

believe he will bring it to paſs, we ſhall need but little, if 

any, Aſſiſtance from abroad.

do daily ſee, much of God's fatherly Care, in providing 
for and protecting us; and tho' we have no viſible Fund, 
yet we doubt not, but he that has begun, will carry on and 
perfect his Work againſt every Oppoſition.— We have been 

lentifully ſupplied all the Summer, while many about us 
acked. Our Building and neceſſary Conveniencies are 
now near compleated. — Our Family now conſiſts of 84 
Perſons, Men, Women and Children, and 19 more em- 
ployed about us, and 5 in the Infirmary : The latter have 
a Doctor and Nurſe, and all other Neceſſaries found them 
at the Orphan-Houſe Expence.—We have 58 Children; 32 
of them belong to the Colony; 6 to Purisburgh, who are, 
I think, as great Objects of Charity as any in Georgia; and 
the reſt belong to the neighbouring Provinces, who are Or- 
Phans and Objects of Charity, except a few who are main- 
tained at their Friends and Parents Charge. We have 2 
Taylor and Shoemaker : Likewiſe two Weavers; each of 
them have got a Loom, but we can employ but one, Spin- 
ning here being cxtravagantly dear; tho' we hope in a lhort 
Time to ſpin as much within ourſelves, as will greatly aſſiſt 
in clothing the Family. God bleſſes our Cattle; we have 
upwards of 100 Head, ſmall and great, and ſhall be able in 
a Year or two to kill a Quantity. Negroes not being al- 
lowed, and Labour among us ſo expenſive, we can make 
but little Improvement in Farming. — This Year we have 
planted upwards of 20 Acres, and have cleared 20 Acres 
more for the Conveniency of the Air; and, bleſſed be God, 
tho' we have had a very dry Seaſon, yet we cannot com- 
plain, with many others, of a bad Crop.—— Honoured 
Sir, You may now judge whether our Deſign be drawing 
near a Period. What I have writ is a plain impartial Nar- 
rative of our Affairs, which our bittereſt Enemies will not 
pretend to gainſay.— If any doubt it, I anſwer, as Philip 
did to Nathanael, Come and ſee. | 


In a Letter, dated Ofober 2. 1741, he writes thus; 

w—— Wardrop and I have ſettled, his Contract 

being finiſhed: He is about ſome neceſſary 
Jobbs now, and will leave us in a few Days.—Meff. Trip, 
Anderſon, &c. are already gone: I owe them and Mr. War- 
drop about 70 or 80 T. We are very quiet, and live at an 
ealy Expence. We have had no Supplies ſince you left us 
of Fleſh or Bread Kind from abroad, except ſome Pork from 
Mr. B—-, No New-York Veſſels come to this Province of 


kae,—We live entirely within ourſelves, except a few Neceſ-

fries which we can't do without, that we are obliged ty 
purchaſe elſewhere. Twice a-Day we eat * Hominy of 
our own raiſing, and at preſent without Molaſſes.— For Di 
ner, we cat Beef of our own Stock, and Peaſe for Brea 
of all which we have Plenty, and ſhall have for three 
nths to come.—Our Garden is very fruitful of Greens, 
Turneps, exc. and we expect a good Crop of Potatoes.— 
In ſhort, we have a Sufficiency of wholeſom Food.— Glory 
be to God, we daily ſee our heavenly Father's Hand ſup- 
plying us in this Wilderneſs-land.—O that we were more 
thankful !--] muſt have. Caſh, not only to pay Debts, but 
alſo to buy Clothing and many other Neceſſaries; and I 
believe our God will give it me. He is our Shepherd, there- 
fore ſhall we lack nothing. truſt he has enabled us to pray 
in Faith, nothing doubting that he will ſupply our every 
Want. —All here at preſent enjoy pretty — Health. Ho 
thankful ought we to be! The Lord ſeems to be ſending 
his Judgments abroad upon the Earth. In Carolina and Sa- 
vannah a Murrain is among the Cattle, which takes off 
great Numbets,--Qurs as yet have eſcaped.— Thanks be to 
God. Indeed we are obliged to kill ſome of them for im- 


; mediate Supply, -But what are all outward Calamities, 


where God is! 


When I was lately at Neu-Kilpatrict, a Friend ſent me 
the following Extract, taken from the Boſton Gazette.

Saen e Orphan-Houſe is pleaſantly ſituated, and, with the 


Buildings belonging to it, preſents a much handſomer Pro- 


, = than is given by the Draught annexed to the publick 


ccounts. — The great Houſe is now almoſt quite finiſhed, 


and nothing has hindered but the Want of Glaſs, which 
they daily expect from Briſtol, and ſome Bricks which are 


already at Savannah, and are to carry up another Stack of 
Chimneys, which would have been done before, if a Veſſel 
that was bringing Brick and other Stores had not been taken 


by the Spaniards, which was a great Loſs and Damage. 
It is ſurprifing to ſee in what Forwardneſs Things are, con- 


ſidering what Hindrances they have had, and the Scarcity 
of Labourers in this Province. They have cut a tine Road 
to Savannah of 12 Miles Length, through a Thicket of 
Woods; and, that it might be paſſable, were obliged to 
make ten Bridges and Croſs-ways, which was done at no 
little Charge. = They have alſo cleared 40 Acres of Land, 
20 of which were planted the laſt Year, and brought them 
a tolerable Crop. The other 20 was for the Benefit of the 


Air.— They have alſo a large Garden at the Front of the 


Houſe, brought into pretty good Order.-— 

The Family now conſiſts of 80 Perſons beſides La- 
bourers, who all contradi& the wicked and falſe Accounts 
of their being ſtarved and cruelly treated, by their lively 
and hearty Countenances they ſhew.—I have ſeldom ſeen 
ſuch a goodly Number of Youths together.— 23 of them 
are Orphans; others, that have loſt one of their Parents; 
one was born in the Houſe; and the reſt are fit Objects for 
Chriſtian Charity. There are in all 39 Boys, and 15 Girls. 
The Number was larger ſome Time paſt : But ſeveral of 
the Boys, that were well inſtructed, have been put to Trades 
they inclined to; and others, who were put here for their 
Learning, are returned to their Parents, who have hand- 


9 ſomly paid the Houſe for their Education. 


The Care of this Society at preſent is in the Hands of x 


young Gentleman from London, who manages the ſecular 


Affaits thereof; and one from New-England, who has the 
Care of Souls as his particular Charge.— Two Schoolma- 
ſters, who inſtruct the Boys in Reading and Writing; and 
thoſe that appear ſerious, and of good Capacities, are taught 
Latin, with a Deſign of fitting them for the — if

they incline to it.— Two Schoolmiſtreſſes, that teach the 
Girls. A Surgeon and Nurſe to attend the Infirmary, in 
which many fick Perſons from divers Parts have been re- 
ceived, and always been cured gratis.—Here are alſo ſeve- 
ral Tradeſmen, a Taylor, a Joiner, a Weaver, and a Shoe- 
maker. The Taylor has three Boys to inſtruct in his u- 
fineſs. — It is expected, that Mr. Wh:tefie!d will increaſe the 
Number of Craftſmen when he returns from England. — 
The OEconomy obſerved here is as follows: The Bell 
rings in the Morning at Sun-riſe to wake the Family. When 
the Children ariſe, they ſing a ſhort Hymn, and pray by 
themſelves: Then they go down and waſh; and, by the 
Time they have done that, the Bell calls to pyblick Wor- 
ſhip, when a Portion of Scripture is read — expounded, 
a Pſalm ſung, and the Exerciſe begun and ended with Prayer. 
Then they breakfaſt, and afterwards go ſome to their Trades, 
and the reſt to their Prayers and Schools. At Noon, they 
| all dine in the ſame Room, and have comfortable and 
1 wholeſom Diet provided. A Hymn is ſung before and after 
Dinner: Then, in about Half an Hour, to School again; 
and between while find Time enough for Recreation. A 
little after Sun-ſet the Bell calls to publick Duty again, which 1

is performed in the ſame Manner as in the Morning.— After 
that they ſup, and are attended to Bed by one of their Ma- 
ſters, who then pray with them, as they often do private- 
Iy.—On the Sabbath-day they all dine on cold Meat pro- 
vided the Day before, that none may be kept from publick 
Worſhip, which is attended four Times a-Day in Summer, 
and three in the Winter. The Children are kept to Read- 
ing between whiles. Many have reported, that the Place is 
very unhealthy : Which I believe is quite otherwiſe, conſi- 
| dering it is a new Settlement; a remarkable Proof of which 
is, that not one have died out of the Family (into which 
many ſick, and almoſt ſtarved, Children have been received, 
who have in a ſhort Time recovered), and but three or four 
| out of the Hoſpital, where many miſerable Objects have 
been taken in. I believe many, that now think the erecting 
an Orphan-houſe in that Colony a mad Scheme, would alter 
their Sentiments were they here. Innumerable Difficultics 
|| Have certainly been overcome; but their Affairs now look 
with a pleaſant Aſpect. — If the Colony is allowed Negroes,

the Principles of Chriſtian Religion, as they are ſet down in 


Luther's Catechiſm? The elder Perſons only attended to 
my Diſcourſe with the younger. And, after I had ſpent 
about a Quarter of an Hour in this Catechetical Exerciſe, I 
goncluded with a Prayer; and then, according to Cuſtom, 
Aiſtributed my Alms among them; telling them withal, 


that now for the future both ſpiritual and temporal Provi- 


ſions was deſigned for them, and exhorting them to meet 
every Thurſday on that Account in my Houle ; which they 
did accordingly. This Exerciſe was begun about the Begin- 
ning of the Year 1694. 


II. Being thus engaged with the Poor, and by that Means 
perceiving their Ignorance and Want of Inſtruction to be 


o great, that I ſcarce knew where to begin the Cultivation 
f ſo barren a Soil, in order to plant therein a right Appre- 
enſion of Chriſtian Principles; I was then heartily con- 


cerned to contrive a Method for removing Obſtructions, 


and making Way for better Impreſſions on their ignorant 
Minds; being fully convinced that ſuch Defects in Matters 
of Religion, and of a religious Conduct, whereby ſo many 
People debaſe their Nature even to Brutality, and abandon 
themſelves to the Government of Senſuality, muſt needs 


prove a viſible Overthrow as well of Religion as of the 


ommon-wealth. And J was yet made more ſenſible of this, 
y obſerving that ſo many Children, which, by reaſon of 

Ir Parents Poverty, are never put to School, and ſo ne- 
er get theleaſt Tincture of good Education, remain under 
ae groſſeſt Ignorance: Whereby Licentiouſneſs and Irreli- 
= et the Aſcendent over them; and fo, being fit for no 
-noneſt Employment, they will not ſcruple, in Proceſs of 
Ame, to commit Theft, Robbery, and other ſuch hainous 
_ which they make the Objects of their Study and 

ractice. | 

© Having determined to put Children to School, defraying 
he weekly Charges thereof, I obſerved that they were 


punctual enough in fetching the Money, but either did not 


* fre; 
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frequent the School at all, or, when they- did, yet gave not 7 
the leaſt Sign of Improvement in their Behaviour. #1 
III. Beſides this, I was much concerned for poor Houſe- 
Jeepers who forbear to ſeck Relief by begging abroad: 
o ſupport whom in ſome Meaſure, I bought an Al- 
Box ; and this I cauſed to be handed about every Week to | Z 
well-diſpoſed Students, and all ſuch as were willing to con- 
tribute to ſo you! a Work. And by this Method in a 
Week's Time I raiſed about TWo Shillings, which I applied 
to the Relief of the foreſaid indigent Houſe-keepers, _ 
Iv. But, after we had continued to follow this Practice 2 
little while, this Box ſeemed to prove a Burden to ſome, 
and I collected ſo little, that it would not counteryail the 
Pains taken about it; eſpecially being offered to none but 
thoſe thatt were readily pre-diſpoled to Ads of Charity. 
ut moſt of theſe were, for Want of Money, incapahle 
of promoting the Deſign : And, as for the richer Sort, we 
were not willing to run the Riſque of expoſing our Box to 
them, fearing they ſhould refuſe to part with the ſmalleſt 
imb of their Golden Idol; they having never had any 
true Experience of a ſelf-denying and mortified Courſe of 
Life, tho' ſome of them now and then might make indeed 
a plauſible Shew of religious Duties, and pretended to paſs 

for good Chriſtians. . | 
V. So I laid this quite aſide, and fixed a Box in my own 
Parlour, with theſe Words written over it, John iii. 17. 
Whoſo hath this World's Good, and ſeeth his Brother have 
Need, and ſhutteth up his Bowels of Compaſſion from him, 
how dwelleth the Love of God in him? And under it, 2 Cor. 7 
ix. 7. Every Man, according as he purpoſeth in his Heart, ſo 
let him give; not grudgingly, or of Neceſſity ; For God loveth 8 
a cheerful Giver. This was intended for a tacite Admoni- 
tion to all that came in, to open their Hearts towards the 
Poor. The Box was put up in the Beginning of the Year 
* thus I was taken up a great while with contriving 
effectual Methods to provide for the Poor, and each of them 
hath been bleſſed in its Degree. One Day, before I fixed 
the aforeſaid Box for the Poor in my Houle, I took the 
Bible, and, as it were by Accident, did light on theſe Words; 
2 Cor. ix. 8. God is able to male all Grace abound towards 
you, that ye always having Ail-ſufſiciency in all Things, mag 
abound to every good Work. This Sentence made a deep Im- 
preſſion on my Mind, cauſing me to think, How is Gow 
able to make this? I ſhould be glad to help the Poor, ares 
where- 
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wherewithal ; whereas now I am ſorced to ou many away 
empty and unrelieved ! Some Hours after I received a Let- 
ter from a Friend, who heavily complained that he and all 
his Family were like to perith with Want; faying, He 
would borrow no more, but, if any one would for God's 
Sake make him an Object of his Charity, he ſhould ever 
retain a grateful Remembrance of it. This minded me a- 
'& freſh of what I had read a little while before, and made 
ſtill a deeper Impreſſion on me, attended with Sighs and 
Aſpirations. After ſome Debates in my Mind, I thought 
on a Project how to relieve effectually this poor Man in his 
preſent Want, and yet in a Chriſtian Manner, and without 
giving the leaſt Trouble to any Perſon whatſoever, This 
then ! ſpeedily put in Execution; and the ſaid Family was 
ſo ſucceſsful, as to get, within the Compaſs of one Year, 
about (a) an Hundred and fifty Crowns by this Means: 
And ſo their falling into extreme Poverty was happily 
prevented. This proved a ſufficient Demonſtration how 
God is able to make us abound to every good Work: 
Which I could not forbear here to mention, becauſe it 
helps to diſcover as well the outward Cauſe which our Un- 
dertaking took its Riſe from, as the Frame of my Mind D 
which the Lord upheld for carrying on the Work. 

VII. About a Quarter of a Year after the Box was ſet up 
in my Houſe, a certain Perſon put into it at one Time, to 
the Value of Fighteen Shillings Sixpence Fnglifh. When I 
took this into my Hands, I faid in full Aſſurance of Faith, 
This 1s a conſtderable Fund, worthy to be laid out in ſome DJ 
important Undertaking ; wherefore I'll even take this for the 
Foundation of a Charity-School. I did not confer with Fleſh 
and Blood about this Affair, but went on with Reſolution: 
And the very fame Day cauſed as many Books to be bought 
as coſt Eight Shillings, and then got a poor Student to teach 
tne poor Children two Hours in a Day, promiſing him 

PwelvePence a-Week (6) for his Pains, in hopes the Lord 
would increaſe our ſmall Stock. After about two Crowns

HY 'Tisto be obſerved here, that one Engliſh Penny, being re- 
duced to German Coin, will anſwer the Value of Sixpence in 
Germany, fo that Twelve Pence Engliſ will go as far in that 

Country as Six Shillings here: Which I once for all have ob- 
4 {crved in this Place, leſt any one, being unacquainted with the 
X Cuſtoms of Germany, compute their Money by the Engliſb Stan- 
dard, and ſo charge the Author with Stingineſs in the Manage- 
ment of his Expences. 7 
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thus ſpent in the Space of eight Weeks, the poor young 1 
Vagrants that we had, readily accepted of the new Books 
that we offered to them; but, of Twenty ſeven Books that 
were diſtributed amongſt them, four only came to our Hands 
again, the reſt being kept or ſold by the Children, who went 
away with them, and never came near us again. 23 
I was not diſcouraged by this Diſappointment ; but, ha- 
ving bought more Books with Half-a-crown that was left 
of our Stock, I ordered the Children to leave them behind 
when they had learned their Leſſon. Afterwards we had a **® 
Preſs made on Purpoſe, out of which they took their Books 
when _ came to School; and, when they went away, 
their Books were locked up again: Which ever {ſince hath 
been the conſtant Cuſtom in all Charity-Schools. þ 
VIII. About Eaſter 1695, this Charity-School was be- 
gun with the above-mentioned ſmall Providh on. This Eighteen 
billing, and — proved not only the firſt Foundation 
and Fund the Charity-Schools were grounded upon, but, 
within the Trac of alittle Time, occaſioned and produced 
the Building of the Hoſpital itſelf. % 
For the Charity-School I got a Place fitted up before my i 
Study, and cauſed a Box to be fixed on one of the Walls, 
at the Top whereof I ſet down theſe Words, For defraying 
ing the Charges of putting to School poor Children, and provi- 
. ding Books and other Neceſſaries for them, Anno MDCXCV. 
3 At the Bottom I ſet down the Words of Solomon, Prov. 
xix. 17. He that hath Pity upon the Poor, lendeth unto the 
the Lord: And that which he hath given, will he pay him 
again. 

About Whitſuntide ſome Friends came to pay me a Viſit, 
and, ſeeing our Endeavours, were ſo much affected there- 
with, that they readily contributed ſome Crowns for carrying 
on the Work. And ſo from Time to Time ſomething was 
put in for forwarding the Deſign. 

After Whitſuntide, ſome of the Citizens ſeeing that parti- 
cular Care was taken for teaching the poor Children, grew 
deſirous to ſend their own Children to the ſame Maſter, 

and offered him weekly Twopence apiece. This obliged the 
Maſter to teach five Hours a- Day, who had now weekly 
for his Pains Two Shillings and Sixpence, Amongſt the Poor 
ſome Alms were diſtributed twice or thrice a-Week, both 
to render them the more willing to come to School, and 
to keep them the better in Aw. 

Whea this little Beginning came to be known abroad, ſeve- 
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n perſons ſent Money to ſupport the Undertaking, and 
dung ptners a Parcel of Linen to ſhift the Children withal: To 
OOk; Prepare their Minds, by ſuch ſeaſonable Benefits, for an eaſter 
very Keception of thoſe good Directions as were to be given 'em.

In the 
1 mean Time the Bleſſing of God attending theſe ſmall Be- 
ci ginnings was ſo plentiful, that we were able not only to 
and Wpuſh on the moſt principal Deſign, but to relieve alſo in 
ada ſome Meaſure the poor Houſe-keepers ; there being never 
oks any ſettled Proviſion, but as God gave it, fo it was ſpent, 
vay, X. The Summer 1696, I received a Letter from a well- 
thy diſpoſed Perſon of Quality, wherein 500 Crowns (c) were 
freely offered me to be diſtributed amongſt the Poor, ac- 
be. cording as I ſhould think fit; provided that I thould remem- 
reen ber poor Students, and let them have a Share in it. Some 
ON Time after, the Vive hundred Crowns were paid down; 
ut, Fand 1 was not a little affected with the providential Bleſſing, 
cc! attending in ſo eminent a Manner our Endeavours: And 
found mylclf greatly encourag'd to carry on the Deſign 10 
happily begun; becauſe I ſaw the Benediction of the Lord 
now grow more conſpicuous ; foraſmuch as hitherto we 
had had but a few ſingle Crowns to be laid out on this Ac- 


e FX count. Now this remarkable Relief being delivered to me, 
V. with an Order that, in Diſpoſal thereof, I ſhould take Care of 
ye ſome poor Students; I preſently got together ſuch of them 
% as ſeemed to be moſt neceſlitous, and beſt worthy of ſuch 
n a charitable Proviſion, and gave them according to the Con- 
dition I found them ſcverally in. I gave to ſome Eight- 
fit, X pence, to others Sixteex-pence, and to ſome Two Shillings a- 
re- Week; ſo that, by this Means, many a Student, who, by 
ns renſon of his Poverty, could not have ſubſiſted in the Uut- 
as verſity any longer, was freely maintained. 
5 The Number of theſe poor Scholars quickly increaſed to 
Wy Twenty or more. And this was the firſt Occaſion that 
* moved me to admit Students to partake of the Benefit of the 
ws Hoſpital, which has been continued to this very Day. For 
3 at that Time the Spring of the Lord began to open itſelf 
tcwards indigent Scholars, and its Emanations have been 
4 never yet exhauſted. Praiſed be the Name of the Lord. 
0 XI. This ſoon was followed by the Liberality of another 
1 Perſon of Quality, who in the ſame Summer ſent an (a) 
Hundred Crowns to be laid out for the Maintenance of our

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Poor; and a well-diſpoſed Friend ſent likewiſe Ten 
Crowns towards upholding the Charity-School. So that God 
mightily ſupported what was once begun, and his Bounty 
FF ſtreamed down more and more plentifully, to ſnew us he 
was ready to do ſtill greater Things if we could but delie ve. 5 
XII. About Harveſt I was to provide a Room for the 
Charity-School. And, there being no Conveniency in the 
Parſonage-houſe, I hired a Room in the next Houſe. Bu 
the Number of Citizens and of poor People's Children in- 
creaſed to that Degree, that I found myſelf under a Neceflity 
to hire one Room more at the Beginning of the Winter, 
And thereupon I divided the Children, and appointed 1” 
particular Maſter to inſtruct the Citizens Children, and another 
to manage the poor Children. Each of theſe Maſters taught) 
four-Hours a-Day, and had Half a Crown a-piece allow'd 
them weekly, beſides Lodging and Firing. 4 
XIII. But now I ſaw how all our Endeavours, even upon 
theſe very Children which ſeemed the moſt hopeful, were 
very much fruſtrated; becauſe thoſe good Impreſſions, Which 
erhaps during their Stay in the School were ſtamped on their 
ind, were obliterated, again whilſt they were abroad; and *. 
ſo the intended Rectification of their ill Habits was much 
obſtructed. This made me reſolve to ſingle out ſome Chi- 
D dren, and to venture upon their Maintenance and their Edu 
(2 cation too. And this was the firſt Occaſion that prepared 
my Mind to concert Meaſures for ſetting up an Hoſpital, ! 
wen before I knew of any Fund wherecn to raiſe my De- be 
ign. : 
5 When I came to diſcover this Project to ſome welbmean- 
; ing Friends, I preſently found one well-diſpoſed Perſon, who 
freely inclin'd to contribute Five hundred Crowns, in order 
to facilitate this Buſineſs ; the Intereſt whereof, vz. Five and 
Twenty Crowns, he order'd yearly to be paid about Chri- 
mas, Which has been done duly ever ſince. When I ſaw this 
Bleſſing of God, I looked out for ſome one Fatherleſs Child 
to be trained up by this yearly Revenue. But ſo it happen'd, 
that four Fatherleſs and Motherlcſs Siſters were preſented to 
me; from amongſt whom I was to chooſe one. 
2 ] ventured in the Name of God to take em all four; 
but one of them being provided for by others, I took the 
remaining three, and the Place of the fourth was preſently 
ſupplied by another. Theſe four I put out to Perſons that 
had a good Senſe of Religion to be educated by them; 
allowing two Shillings a-Weck for each of them. 


But now that happen'd to me, which is uſual to Perſon! 2 
unde! | 
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ander fuch Circumſtances as mine were; I mean, if one hath 
but Courage enough to beſtow one Groat upon the Poor, 
he afterwards will be as willing to part with a Crown. 
Having thus made a Beginning, in the Name of God, to take 
effectual Care of ſome Poor without any ſettled Proviſion, 
and without any Regard to human Supports, I relied entirely 
upon him, and ſo did not ſcruple to make daily Addition 
to the Number of our Children. 

XIV. Thus the firſt Foundation of our Hoſpital was laid, 
neither upon any ſettled Fund gathered in beforehand for 
this Purpoſe, neither upon any ſure Promiſe of great Perſons, 
as if they had engaged their Word to defray the Coſts, and 
ſupply us with every Thing neceſſary for carrying on this 
Ali, as hath been ſince reported by ſome, and conjectured 
by others; it being entirely grounded upon the Providence 
of our great God. 

XV. The next Day after I had provided for the aforeſaid 
four Fatherlefs Children, two more came in, and the Day 
after that another; two Days after this one more, and 2 
Week after another was taken in; and ſo, about the 16th of 
November, the Number amounted to Nine, which were com- 
Mitted to the Care of ſeveral Perſons of known Integrity. 
For theſe I appointed a Student of Divinity, whoſe Name 
is George Henry Newbawer, to be their Overſeer or In- 
ſpector, who was intruſted with all Things neceſſary for 
their Maintenance; An Account whereof he afterwards 
delivered to me, and took Care they ſhould want nothing 
material for a good Education. And thus we had poor 
Children brought together, even before we had built or 
bought an Houſe for them. 

XVI. In the mean Time I found myſelf effectually ſu 


ported by his Hand, who is the true Father of the Fatherleſs, 
and who 1s able to do exceeding abundantly above all that 
we ask or think, and this even beyond the Expectation and 
Dictates of my own fooliſh and ſcrupulous Reaſon. For 
he inclin'd the Heart of the ſame Perſon of Quality, who 
had contributed in ready Money the above-mentioned Five 
hundred Crowns, to make a generous Addition to it, and 
to lay out the Sum of a %) Thouſand Crowns more for the 
ſame Uſe. In the Midſt of the Winter another Perſon of emi- 
nent Degree was mov'd to ſupply us with (g) Three hundred 
Crowns to promote the Education of the Poor. Another 
Perſon ſent alſo a Hundred Crowns. Not to mention now 
other ſmall Sums which fell in at ſeveral Times, 


Being 


(f) Two hundred Pounds Sterl, (2) Sixty Pounds. 
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Being thus ſupplied and ſuſtained by the Mercy of God, 
we were not only enabled to lend an helping Hand to many 
poor Students, to defray the Charge of maintaining the Or- 
phans, to provide em with Linen and Cloth, and to keep 
up our Charity-School in a flouriſhing State ; but now an 
Houſe was purchaſed, and about the Spring alſo a Back-houſe 
added. For as the Undertaking once was begun in Faith, 
ſo it was now to be advanced in the ſame Singleneſs of Mind 
and entire Dependence on God, without entring into Diſputes 
with the puzzling and nice Suggeſtions of human Reaſon, 
which, foreſeeing a future Want, is too apt to fly back, and 
break even the beſt ordered and concerted Meaſures. Where- 
fore, laying aſide all ſuch ſuſpicious nad pug we begun 
to lay a firm Foundation of a Hoſpital. However we took 
Care not to miſpend ſo much as a Farthing, but to provide 
only ſuch Things as were abſolutely ay for the Main- 
tenance of the Poor. 

XVII. Now as ſoon as the Back-houſe was put in pretty 
good Repair, and partly by mending the old Rooms, partly 
by Additions of ſome new ones, fitted up for the Reception 
of the poor Children; I removed the Twelve Orphans (for 
ſo many we had now got together) from the Perſons hither- 
to intruſted with their Care, and lodged them in this Houſe, 
where the above-mentioned Student, who was their Over- 
ſeer, undertook the Management of them, and furniſhed 
them with Diet, Clothes, Bedding, and other Neceſſaries, exc. 
trained them up in Cleanlineſs, provided them with good 
Schooling, kept them in good Order and Diſcipline ; and 
fo proved a Father to them. This was begun in the Year 
1696, a Week before Whit ſuntide. 

XVIII. Under this kind of Management the Children were 
about ſeven Weeks; and the Lord graciouſly relieving our 
Wants, ſo favour'd the Deſign, that by little and little a large 
Project was ſet on Foot, to bring the Hoſpital to a firmer 
and more compleat Settlement. So we got together not 
only all neceſſary Utenſils and Furniture, eſpecially a good 
many Bed-ſteads and Feather Beds, (becauſe we thought there 
was ſufficient Reaſon to lay every Child by himſelf) but 
there was allo a Well and a Cellar dug, and both of them 
were finiſhed by the Time of Harvelt 1696. And now, the 
Number of our Children being increas'd to Eighteen, I found 
myſelf oblig'd to appoint a diſtinct Perſon to look after their 
Diet, the whole proving too heavy a Task for one ſingle 
Man. 

XIX. In the mean Time, I ordered the poor Students to 
5 come 
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7 come every Week at a ſet Time to fetch their Alowance: 
And a particular Care was taken to regulate their Manners 

and Studies, and to influence them with a Regard to the Ho- 
nour of God in proſecuting the ſame; and 10 to ſpend the 
Benefit beſtowed on 'em anſwerably to the Deſign propoſed 
therein. - However I met with ſuch Difficulties in bringing 
them to an Apprehenſion thereof, that I though: myſelf un- 

able to prevent their miſpending ſome of the Money, eſpe- 
cially in ſuch a Company of young and extravagant Perſons. 
This then made me reſolve in the Name of God, freely to 
board all theſe Students inſtead of the ready Money hitherto 
diſtributed amongſt them, that ſo I might perfectly cure the 
aforeſaid Diſorders. So I caſt myſelf upon the Providence 

of the Lord, hoping that his Bounty from Time to Time 
would ſupply us with ſuch Relief as was ſufficient for them. 

This Manner of . Proceeding taught me, (1.) That this 
Way of managing poor Students prov'd more beneficial for 
them, tho' it was more expenſive than the former. (2.) How 
fair an Opportunity this might be, to . diſcover more 
and more the Temper and Diſpoſition of each of them, 
and ſo to keep under ſtricter Awe the whole Tenor of their 
Converſation. (3.) How it might prove a Means to detect 
any among em who perhaps were not under ſuch Neceſſity 
as they gave out : For theſe would now father withdraw 
from ſuch mean Proviſion, and look for more dainty Fare 
to gratify their Senſuality. 

"Twas the 13th of Stpytember 1696, when two ſuch Tables 
for poor Students were tet up. For Regulation of their Man- 
ners at Table, ſeveral Orders were compiled, to prevent all 
Sorts of Diſorders and Indecencies. 

Out of the Number of theſe Students the Maſters were 
choſen for the Charity-School, and Care taken that every 
Thing might be done with mutual Concurrence. 

XX. The Number of the Claſſes being now increaſed, and 
the Tables for the Students ſet up, one Houſe would not ſerve 
our Turn, and I was compell'd to look out for more Room, 
and ſo to hire another Houſe, which was the very next to 
our Hoſpital : And in this I lodg'd the Steward, the two 
> Yards being brought into one. Sometime after I bought 

i this Houſe for Three hundred (þ) Crowns. 
9 XXI. As the firſt Beginning for laying a Foundation of 
this Work, was occaſion'd by the Poor that begg'd at the 
Door; ſo afterwards an cſpecial Care was conſtantly taken, 
not only for this Sort of Children, but alſo for People 3h

That ſort of Beggars that come from other Parts, and 
are furniſhed with Teſtimonials, if they come in the Fore- 
noon, are ordered to meet in a fixed Place about Eleven 
a-Clock ; but, if they come in the Afternoon, are ordered 


to appear in the fame Place about Five (if it be in Sum- 
mer-time, but, when the Days begin to ſhorten, about 
Three or Four) where they firſt are inſtructed in the Prin- 
o_ - Piety out of the Scripture, and afterwards are 
relieved. 
XXII. No leſs Care has been taken for the better Regu- 
lation of the Charity-School. At firſt it was divided into twq | 


Claſſes :- One appointed for poor Boys, and the other for 


oor Girls. But, when theſe came to be overſtocked, new 
iſtinctions were contrived, according to the Age and Stature 
of the Children. So that the whole is now divided into 4 
(5 Forms or Claſſes; that is, one for the bigger, and one for 
the leſſer Boys: And ſo likewiſe for the Girls, Theſe four 
Claſfes have hitherto been conſtantly maintained, each of 
them having a particular Maſter aſſigned, with a Room fit 
for their Purpoſt, and Books neceſary. So that the whole 
Crowd of beggarly Children diſperſed all about the. Town, 
and as many as are in no Condition to pay for their School- 
ing, may freely enjoy here the Benefit of being taught gratis. 
XXIII. Theſe Schools have been likewiſe promoted, 
which were ſet up at the Requeſt of the Citizens for their 
Children. And another was ſet up, in the Month of Sep- 
d tember 1697, for ſuch of the Citizens Boys as are to be in- 
ſtructed in the fundamental Points of Learning. But in the 
Year 1699, on the 18th of May, this School was united 
with that Claſs of the poor Children which are taught Lan- 
guages and Sciences. Whereupon they were divided into 
three Claſſes in all, as well to keep them more eaſily in Order, 
as to manage them the better, according to the different De- 
grees of their Proficiency ; each of them being governed by 
diſtinct Matters, who are to teach them both Latin, Greek 
and Hebrew, with Hiſtory, Geograghy, Geometry, Muſick 

and Botany. 

There have in like Manner been Schoolmaſters appoint- 
ed in other Places for ſuch Children as were either wholly 
excluded the Benefit of the Publick Schools, by reaſon wx

The Building ran up amain, and after ſuch a Rate, that 

in the Year 1699, by the 13th of July, that is, within the *Z5 
Space of one Year, they were ready to cover it with the 
Roof; tho” the Nature of the Ground required a very deep 

and ſtrong Foundation. And this was the Reaſon that, 
about Harveſt 1698, the Structure was raiſed but a few Feet 
above the Ground. | 

By this Forwardneſs of our Work, the Lord actually con- 

futed the Incredulity of that Man, who, when the Wal 4 
was half done, moſt preſumptuouſly burſt out into this im- 
pious Expreflion ; 1f this Wall comes to be finiſhed, Tl hang 
myſelf on it. 
About Eaſter 1700, the Orphans and the Students begun 
actually to dine in the Hoſpital, and ſoon after they got 
Lodgings in one Part of the Houſe. And laſt Eaſter 1701 
the reſt of the Houſe was inhabited, which did not a little 
contribute towards the Accompliſhing the whole Affair.

From whence any un- 
ir derſtanding Man may eaſily gather, that the Management of 
this Buſineſs muſt have been now and then attended with 
many extraordinary Circumſtances; it being not carried on 
y © by the uſual Manner of Hung received and laid out. 
n © Which ſhall now be exemplified by the following Inſtances. 
III. Before Eaſter 1696, I found the Proviſion for the 
- Poor very low, and ſo far exhauſted, that I did not know 
y where to get any thing towards defraying the Charges of 
s © the enſuing Week; (which happened before I had been uſed 
edo ſuch awakening Trials.) But God was pleaſed to relieve

our Want in a very ſeaſonable Hour, and by an unexpected 
Help: He inclined the Heart of a Perſon (who it was, 
where reſiding, or of what Sex, the Lord knoweth) to pay 
down 1000 Crowns for the Relicf of the Poor; and thus 
7 Sum was delivered to me in ſuch a Time, when our Pro- 
» EB viſion was brought even to the laſt Crumb. The Lord, 
. whoſe Work this was, be praiſed for ever, and reward this 
- Benefactor with his Bleſſings a Thouſand fold. 

IV. At another Time all Proviſion was gone, when the 
Steward declared there was a Neceſſity of buying ſome 
Cattle to furniſh the Table, and of providing 20 or 30 
Buſhels of Flour, to be laid up, beſides other Neceſſaries, 
as Wood, Wool, Cc. it we would manage our Buſineſs to 
| the beſt Advantage. Theſe Neceſlities being offered up unto 
God as the true Father of all fatherleſs Ones, an Opportu- 
nity was preſented to diſcover our Straits to a Perſon who 
was then with us, and who in all Likelinood would readily 
have ſuppligd our Want to the utmoſt of his Power ; But

1 
found therein 50 Crowns, being ſent a great Way; and this 
Gift was ſoon followed by 20 Crowns more. This proved 
ga ſeaſonable Relief and ſuitable Supply to our then low Con- 
dition, and a Proof that the Lord had heard even before we 
ered unto him ; whereby his Name was not a little magnified. 
V. In the Year 1698, in the Month of October, 7 ſent a 
{&) Dxcat to a very poor Woman living but of this Town, 
who, through many Trials and Afflictions, had obtained an 
Entrance into a real Senſe of Religion. This Woman writ 
me Word, That the Ducat I ſent her came juſt at the Time 
"when ſhe extremely wanted ſuch an Help; and that ſhe had 
thereupon immediately prayed to God to reward our Poor with 
<a great many more Ducat:. Soon after this, a well-meaning 
Perſon offered me one ſingle Ducat and twelve double Du- 
eats: And, on the fame Day, a Friend alſo out of Swed- 
| and ſent two Ducats; which ſoon were followed by 25 
| others ſent by the Poſt in a Letter from an unknown Hand, 
the Perſon fending them not thinking fit to expreſs his (or 
her) Name, and by 20 more which were preſented to our 
Poor by an eminent Patron. | 
About the fame Time Prince Lewis of IWirtenberg died 
at Eiſenach, and I reccived an Intimation that he had be- 
queathed a Sum of Money to the Hoſpital. It happened 
o be (/) 500 Ducats in Gold, put up in a little Bag, with 
this Direction, For the Hoſpital at Hall, Theſe 500 Ducats 
| Were afterwards delivered to me, according to the Deſign 
of the Teftator, and truly at ſuch a Time when there was 
| great Occaſion for them to carry on the Building. Now, 
| -when I faw this Heap of Ducats, I remembred the Dyer 
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of that pious Woman, who intreated the Lord to reward ou 
Poor again with many Ducats. | a 
VI. In the Year 1699, about February, I found myſelt 
under great Straits; and indeed it was an Hour of Proba- 
tion. All our Provifion being ſpent, and the daily Neceſ- 
ſity of the Poor calling for large Supplies, I cloſely adhered 
in my Mind to that Saying, Seek firſt the Kingdom of God 
and his Righteouſneſs, and all theſe Things ſhall be added un- 
to yon; avoiding temporal Cares, and turning the whole 
Bent of my Soul upon a cloſs Union with God: And, when 
was now Jaying out the laſt of the Money, I ſaid in my 
Thoughts, Domine reſpice ad indigentiam meam, Lord look 
upon my Neceſſity. Then going out of my Chamber, in or- 


der to repair to the College, where I was to attend my pu- 


blick Lecture, I unexpectedly found a Student in my Houle, 
that waited for my coming out, and preſented me the Sum 
of 70 Crowns, that was ſent by ſome Friends to ſupport the 
Neceſlity of the Hoſpita!, from a Place above 200 Engliſh 
Miles diſtant, | 3 

- Now this, tho' it would hardly hold out Half a Week by 
reaſon of the great Expences I was then obliged to defray, 
yet the Lord ſoon after ſent us in a freſh Supply ; and, 
within the Space of a few Weeks, carried me 10 through 


theſe Trials, that neither the Frame of my Mind was du. >, 


compoſed within, nor our Want diſcovered by any Token 
without. Nn 

VII. Soon after this, there was Want again in every Cor- 
ner. The Steward brought his Book, and deſired me to 
defray the weekly Charges. My Recourſe was to God 
through Faith. The Expences were neceſſary, and I ſaw 
not the leaſt Proviſion, nor any Way to procure it. This 
made me reſolve to retire into my Cloſet, and to beg the 
Lord's Aſſiſtance in ſo preſſing a Neceſlity ; but I deſigned 
firſt to finiſh the Task I then was about, being employed 
m dictating ſomething. 

Having done with this, and preparing now for Prayer, I 
received a Letter from a Merchant, intimating that he was 
ordered to pay r000 Crowns to me for the Relief of the 
Hoſpital. This put me in Mind of that Saying of the Pro- 
phet, 1/a.lxv.24. It ſhall come to paſs, that before they call, 
1 witt anſwer, and whiles they are yet ſpeaking, I will hear. 
Nevertheleſs I entred into my Cloſet; but, initead of beg- 
ging and praying as I had deſigned, I praiſed and extolled 
the Name of the Lord, and hope that others, who perhaps 


may come to read this, will do the like with me. And 
thus

VIII. In the Year 1699, March 21. I received a Letter 
by the Poſt, wherein were incloſed four (m) Ducais, with 
this Inſcription, 


This to the Poor 1s freely ſent, 
For Health which God to me has lent. 


Tt came to my Hands in a Time of Trial, and when I was 
in great Want of Money. 

IX. About Michaelmas 1699, I was in great Want again. 
In a very fair and pleaſant Day I took a Walk; and, view- 
Ing the moſt glorious and magnificent Fabrick of the Hea- 
vens, I found myſelf remarkably ſtrengthned in Faith, which 
indeed I do not aſcribe to any Diſpoſition of my own, but 


entirely attribute it to the gracious Operations of the Spirit 


of God in my Soul. Hereupon were ſuggeſted to my Mind 
theſe and the like Thoughts; How excellent a Thing it is for 
any one, being deprived of all outward Helps, and having no- 
thing to depend on, but having the Knowledge of the living 
God the Creator of Heaven and Earth, and putting his Truſt 
in him, to reſt ſatisfied in the Extremity of Poverty! 

Now, tho'I well knew that the very ſame Day I want- 
ed Money, yet I found myſelf not caſt down; and, juſt as 
I *came home, the Steward came for Money to pay the 
Workmen (it being Saturday) employed in the building of 
the Hoſpital. And accordingly, addreſſing himſelf to me, 


the ſaid, Is there any Money brought in? To which I an- 


ſwered, No, but 1 believe in God. Scarce was the Word 
out of my Mouth, when I was told a Student deſired to 
ſpeak with me, who then brouglit 30 Crowns from a Perſon 
whoſe Name he would not diſcover. So I went back into 
the Room, and asked the other, How much he wanted at 
preſent ? He ſaid, 30 Crowns: I replied, Here they are; but 
do yon want any more? No, ſays he. This confirmed us 
both in our Reliance upon the Lord, becauſe we plainly 
diſcerned the wonderful Hand of God, who in that very 
Moment that we were in Neceſlity did ſupply us, and even 
with the very Sum we then wanted. 

X. Not long after, we were likewiſe reduced to great 
Straits, when it happened that 400 Crowns were ſent me. 
by the Poſt, accompanied with a Letter from a well-mean- 
ing Student, intimating that this Sum had been ian” to 
| im

thus the Providence of God would actually teach me, not 
to put too great a Confidence in a viſible Stock or preſent 
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kim to relieve our Hoſpital. I cannot expreſs how effectual 
this was to renew my Dependence upon the Lord; and how 
viſibly it convinced me, that the Hour of Trial is only ap- 


pointed by the Lord for the ſtrengthning of our Faith. The 


Lord graciouſly remember this Benefactor ! 


XI. Another Time all our Proviſion was ſpent. Then if 
fell out, that, in addreſſing myſelf to the Lord, I found my- 


8 ſelf deeply affected with the fourth Petition of the Lord's 


n 


Prayer, Give us this Day our daily Bread; and my Thoughts 


were fixed in a more eſpecial Manner upon the Words this 


Day, becauſe on the very ſame Day we had great Occaſion 
for it. While I was yet praying, a Friend of mine came 
before my Door in a Coach, and brought the Sum of 400 
Crowns. Then I perceived the Reaſon why I more emi- 
nently had found ſuch a ſweet Savour in that Expreſſion this 


Day, and praiſed the Lord in whoſe Diſpoſal are all Things. 


XII. In the Year 1700, I was ſick about 7 or 8 Weeks 


before Eaſter. On Eaſter Tueſday, which was the firſt Time 
| I went abroad, having beſought the Lord that he would be 
| pleaſed to bleſs my going out and coming in, it happened 


that, as I was going out, a conſolatory Letter was delivered 
to me; and when I came home another, in which was in- 
cloſed a Bill of 100 Crowns for the Relief of the Hoſpital, 
together with an Admonition, encouraging me in a parti- 
cular Manner cheerfully to go on in the Work ſo happily 
begun. This Letter came from a Proteſtant Merchant livin 
in a Place about 500 Miles diſtant from hence. The Lor 
remember this Benefactor! | N e 
XIII. Another Time a well-diſpoſed Perſon of Quality 
of the Female Sex was preſent, and ſaw to how great Want 
we were juſt then reduced. This ſtruck the deeper into her 
Mind, becauſe ſhe had been wont to aſſiſt our Poor as far 
as ſne could; but was not able, neither then, nor at any 
other Time, to relieve our Want with any conſiderable Gift. 
On the ſame Day this Perſon happened to diſcourſe with 
another Lady who was but juſt come to Town; and this 
latter mentioning that ſhe had brought along with her a little 
Mite for the Hoſpital, viz. 50 Crowns, the firſt could mot 
forbear weeping, her Joy was ſo great, as knowing on one 
Hand the utmoſt Straits we were then in, and ſeeing on the 
other the preſent and viſible Supply coming to our Relief 
on the very ſame Day. Wet | 
XIV. At another Time, when all was ſpent, and I knew 
not whence to fetch any Thing, it ſo fell out, that a Pro- 
teſtant Merchant, almoſt 7 50 s off, ſent the = 
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"of 25 Crowns, and defired me not to take it ill, if he pi} 
me to the Trouble of diſperſing it amongſt the Poor. 

In the ſame Manner, a certain Counteſs hath ſupplied me 
twice with 25 Crowns, when our Proviſion was reduced to 
the loweſt Degree. I am ſure it has often happened, that 


we have been relieved when our Proviſion has been juſt 


ſpent, tho' no Mortal acquainted our Benefactors with the 


Neceſſity under which we laboured, nor how ſeaſonable it 


was for them to relieve us at that Inſtant. 

XV. Another Time we were brought into a very low 

Condition, when the Lord ſtirred up the Heart of a Far- 
mer to give meas much as he could hold in his Hand, being 
about 5 Crowns in ſmall Coin. 
XVI. It often has happened, that when Strangers have 
been with me, and I have given them ſome Account of 
the wonderful Providence of God; for the Confirmation of 
their Faith, even 1n their very Preſence ſomething or ano- 
ther has been ſent for the Poor; an Example or two where- 
of I ſhall here ſubjoin. 

Whulſt a certain well-diſpoſed Perſon, who beſtowed 20 
Crowns upon the Poor, was yet talking with me, a Lad 
came in, who brought 20 Crowns in ready Money, with a 
Letter promiſing the yearly Continuance thereof, if the Lord 
would be pleaſed to preſerve Life and Health. The Lad 
would not tell the Name of the Perſon that ſent him, being 
ſtrictly charged to the contrary, and deſired only a Receipt. 
The Perſon whom I at firſt mentioned, being undoubtedly 
moved by ſo viſible a Proof of God's Providence, ſent im- 
mediately 50 Crowns more. The Promiſe given in Wri— 
ting by the other Perſon, hath hitherto faithfully been per- 
formed. 

XVII. Another Perſon being in my Company, and to 
whom I was declaring ſome remarkable Paſſages of God's 
Providence; whilſt we were yet talking together, there was 
brought in three Sacks filled with Linen, Leather for Breeches, 
and other Stuff of that Nature, to clothe the Children, being 


ſent by a Gentlewoman. The ſaid Perſon, who was then 


with me, was not a little ſtrengthned in Faith by ſo remark- 
able an Inſtance. 

XVIII. In the fame Manner I ſpake once to another well- 
meaning Friend, recounting to him ſome evident Demon- 
ſtrations of the admirable Providence of the Lord, upon 
which he could not forbear weeping ; and, whilſt we were 


diſcourſing together, I received a Letter with a Bill of 50 
Crowns, being then juſt reduced to ſuch Circumſtances, 


that,

I Neceſſity. But, having caſt my Eye upon the Lord 
ſwered them plainly thus, Now ye come all to ſeek Money 
of me, but I know of another Benefactor to go to; meaning 
the Lord. The Word was ſcarce out of my Mouth, when 
a Friend of mine, who was then juſt come off a Journey, 
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rivately- (0) 14 Ducats into my Hands; which proved 
Inſtance of the endearing Providence of the Lord. 


XX. So it has often happened, that ſome Perſons having 
only heard or read ſome Account either of the good Deſign 
| of the Undertaking, or of the wonderful Ways by which 
the Lord ſupported us, have preſently found themſelves in- 


clined to caſt ſomething into our Treaſury, to facilitate the 
Affair. For Inſtance: A certain Nobleman, hearing ſome 


| Paſſages of God's Providence over this Work, freely offered 
to pay down yearly the Sum of 20 Crowns; and he has 
been as good as his Word. A certain Merchant alſo, being 
once ſired to exchange ſome Ducats preſented to the Poor, 
and being acquainted withal that they did belong to the poor 
Orphans, he not only exchanged them, but made an Addi- 


tion of 20 Crowns more of his own. 
XXI. Likewiſe it fell out another Time, that I ſtood in 


Need of a great Sum of Money, inſomuch that 100 Crowns 
would not have ſerved my Turn, and yet I faw not the 
leaſt Appearance how I might be ſupphed with 100 Groats. 
The Steward came in, and ſet forth the Want we were in: 
I bid him to come again after Dinner, and I reſolved to 
put up my Prayers to the Lord for his Aſſiſtance. When 
| he came again after Dinner, I was ſtill in the ſame Want, 
and ſo appointed him again to come in the Evening. In 
the mean time a ſincere Friend of mine came to ſee me, 
and with him I joined in Prayers, and found myſelf much 
moved to praiſe and magnify the Lord for all his admirable 
Dealings towards Mankind, even from the Beginning of the 
World; and the moſt remarkable Inſtances came readily to 
my Remembrance whilſt I was praying. I was ſo elevated 
in praiſing and magnifying God, that I inſiſted only on that 
Exerciſe of my preſent Devotion, and found no Inclination 
to put up many anxious Petitions to be delivered out of the 


preſent Neceſſity. At length my Friend taking his leave, I 
G 


(o) Seven Pounds Ten Shillings and Sixpense. 
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accompanied him to the Door, where I found the Steward 
waiting on one Side for the Money he wanted, and, on the 
other Side, another Perſon, who brought 150 Crowns ſealed 

up in a Bag for the Support of the Hoſpital. 
. What more illuſtrious Proof could I expect of God's holy 
and wonderful Providence, who graciouſly accepteth the 
r Prayer of the Poor, and comforteth thoſe that are caſt down, 
when they put their Truſt in him; and who is ſtill the ſame 
acious Lord as in the Times of Old, when he rendered 
imſelf glorious by his Dealings with the Fathers, the fignal Þ 
Examples of whoſe Faith are recommended to our Imitation! 
XXII. At another Time, 30 Crowns were required to pay 
off the Workmen ; at which Time ſome Friends of mine 
were with me, one of whom had promiſed 10 Crowns, 
and another 4, for the Support of the Poor; but neither of 
them had actually paid them in, which otherwiſe might have 
been Mry helpful for the defraying ſome Charges: So I was 
obliged at the preſent to diſmiſs the Overſeer of the Build- 
ng, who came to fetch the Money, with this Comfort, 
C2” Tre Lord ho is faithful will take care for us. Away he 
went, and found the Workmen hefore the Hoſpital waiting 
for their Pay : But, by the Way, he unexpeRedly met with 
one of his Acquaintance, to whom he unboſomed himſelf, 
and diſcovered the preſſing Circumſtances he was then in, who 
thereupon readily lent him 14 Crowns; and ſo he went to 
pay, at leaſt, ome Part of the Money due to the Work- 
men: But, before he had done, I received above 30 Crowns 
from another Place; - whereupon I immediately ſent away 
the aforeſaid 30 Crowns for the Workmen, and the reſt was 
ſpent in providing Neceſſaries for the Poor. And this proved 
a freſh viſible Inſtance of Divine Providence. K 
XXIII. At the End of the following Week, we were re- 
duced to the like Straits: And I was called upon for Money 
to recruit our Proviſion, according to Cuſtom, on Friday, 
and to pay the Workmen on Saturday; but there was not 
a Farthing for either of theſe Uſes: So I faid, 'Twas now 
Time again to rejoice; | for the Lord world undoubtedly give us 
another Inſtance of his Providence. I diſpatched the Steward 
with that Saying of Samuel, Gnar Tabah, Hitherto hath the 
Lord helped us, 1 Sam. vii. 12. For this Expreſſion is as it 
were. turned into a moſt comfortable Proverb amongſt us, 
and Experience hath been the moft uſcful Comment upon 
it. Betimes next Morning 50 Crowns were ſent in, by 
Means whereof the Lord graciouſly carried us through the 
Difficulties of that Week, 5

XXIV. Another Time, being reduced to the loweſt Ebb, 
and the Burden of unavoidable Expences lying upon the 
Steward, he found himſelf oppreſs' d with Care and Concern 
how to extricate himfeif. Whereupon he got together as 
much as he could to diſcharge the Debts, and, amongſt the 
reſt, he fold a Silver Spoon that had been preſented to the 
Hoſpital: 'But all this would not ſerve turn. In this Extre- 
mity 100 Crowns were delivered to me for the Poor; and, 
being thus provided, J ſent prefently 60'of them to the 
Steward, and the Remainder was laid out for other Pur- 
poſes. A few Hours after I had received the above-men- 
tioned Sum, there came a Letter of Advice importing, that 
131 Tuns of Herrings were in the Way towards us, which 
ſome charitable Friends had purchafed for the Relief of our 
Poor, as the Year before we had 3 Tuns beſtowed on us. 
How effectual this was to raiſe the languiſhing Faith of the 
Steward, and to refreſh his Mind after ſo many Toils and 
Cares, may, I think, be eaſily conjectured. He ſaid indeed, 
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Now J will rejoice even in Time of Want, in Hopes of ſeeing DJ 


1 of the admirable Providence of God, whic 


ad been hitherto, as he ſaid, beyond his Strength. He added 
hkewiſe, that no oppreſſing Care had ever fince ſeized upon 
his Mind in the Midit of Want and Diſtreſs, but had rather 
rejoiced and kept up his Spirit, whilſt he reaſoned thus with 
himſelf, Now will I patiently wait for the wonderful Help 
of the Lord, and ſee by what Way or Means he will be pleaſed 
to relieve our Neceſſities. 

XXV. A little while after we had another Hour of Pro- 
bation : But the Lord was pleaſed to ſupply us then likewiſe 
with 50 Crowns, which was an Help not in the leaſt fore» 
ſeen; and, at the fame Time, I was acquainted that 28 Cu- 
min Cheeſes were forthwith to be ſent from Leyden in Holland, 

XXVI. Now and then it hath happened, that ſome Stran- 
gers coming in to ſec the Hoſpital, have put Half a Crown, 
or one or more Ducats, in the Box for the Poor, juſt when 
we Were under great Difficulties ; they themſelves not know- 
ing what a ſeaſonable Relief it was to us. 

XXVII. Another Time I was called upon early in the 
Morning, for ſome Money to defray the Charges of that 
Day. I had then but 6 Crowns left, which I readily deli- 
vered. The Steward taking it into his Hand, told it, and 
ſaid, If it was multiplied by 6, which would make up the Sum 
of 36, it would but ſerve turn. I comforted him with our 
manifold Experience of the Divine Benediction we hitherto 


had enjoyed, aud it happened that the ſame God *

Ha- 
Bu .ving thus compoſed 1 — to a quiet Frame, that I might 
ol the better diſpatch my Buſineſs, I received a Letter with a 
" Piece of Gold of 18 Crowns Value, whereby both our 
0 | Want was relieved, and I myſelf kept free from any Di- 
1 ſturbance in my other Affairs. I remembred then the Say- 
1 ing of the Lord, AU} theſe Things ſhall be added unto you. 
XXIX. Upon another Time, when all Proviſion was ſpent; 
one of my Fellow-labourers in the Evening- conference men- 
iti noned the preſent Want; which proved a Matter of Com- 
| fort, and preſented to us an Occaſion to ſtrengthen our 
| Faith, by Means of a grateful Remembrance of all the Be- 
Ii nefits we had before received at the Hand of God, and to 
l rejoice in that particular Privilege which he hath left upon 
| gE& facred Record, wiz. That we need not to be careful for any 
| Thing, or diſturb ourſelves with perplexing Thoughts, but com- 
mit all Things to the gracious Conduct of Divine Providence, 
The Reſult of this Conſideration was an hearty Senſe of 
the eminent Advantage enjoyed by them that truſt in God, 
whoſe Rejoicing in Midſt of Poverty is much more deſire- 
able, than the tormenting Thoughtfulneſs of thoſe whoſe 
Heart is continually oppreiſed with the uneaſy Cares of this 
World, attended with fearful Doubts and wavering Hopes. 
Hereupon we put up our Petitions, unanimouſly extolling 
the Name of the Lord for his infinite Goodneſs and Mercy, 
and reſigned our preſent State to his fatherly Protection. 
N That very Hour the Lord was pleaſed to incline the Heart 
| of a grcat Man, who hitherto had favoured our Endeavours, 
win * T0 2 our Want the next Morning, giving a particular 
| Charge to ſome of his Attendants to remember him of it. 
Accordingly the next Day he ſent 300 Crowns. Upon 
which Occaſion I think fit to take notice, that a particular 
Juncture of Circumſtances, working both from within and 
| without, was obſervable in this Affair, which rendered the 
Providence of God more conſpicuous at this Time. 
| XXX. Once l remember, when all was ſpent, it happened 
| that a Piece of Gold worth 10 Ducats was delivered to me, 
for a certain godly Miniſter then reduced to the utmoſt Want 
aud Poverty; and, being abſent, I was to ſend it to 1 
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) Thirteen Pounds eight Shillings nine Pence. 
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This made a joyful Diverſion to my Mind, and made ms 
forget the Want we were then in at home. But ſoon after 
the Lord remembred alſo our Poor; for a Gold Chain, 
weighing about 4; Ounces, was ſent from abroad, and 
proved an unexpected Help in our preſent Want. 

XXXI. I muſt needs here mention, that the Providence 
of God in the whole Undertaking hath been the more illu- 
ſtriouſly viſible, in regard of a Train of many particular 
Circumſtances, and eſpecially his inclining all Manner of 
People to a hearty Concurrence in ſupporting the Work at- 
ter it was once begun, nay, even ſuch, from whom, being 
themſelves under ftrait Circumſtances, no ſuch Thing was 
expected. To ſuch charitable Perſons we may apply the 
Apoſtle Paul's Expreſſion, 2 Cor. viii. 1, 5. wherein he 
commendeth the charitable Inclinations of the Macedonians, 
That, in a great Trial of Affliction, the Abundance of their Joy, 
and their deep Poverty, abounded unto the Riches of their Libe- 
rality. For to their Power, yea, and beyond their Power, they 
were willing of themſelves. 

Some Who were not able to contribute towards our Sup- 
port with ready Money, endeavour'd to ſupply that Defect 
by other Acts of Charity. Country People have cauſed Pew- D 
ter Cups to be made at their own Charge, and convey'd to 
us for the Uſe of the Hoſpital; and ſeveral Pewterers have 
done the like. Others have bought Pewter Diſhes and Plates; 
others Veſſels of Copper for the ſame End. Several Country- 
women have readily beſtow'd ſome Flax and Thread ; others 
have willingly made it into Linen, and others imploy'd them- 
ſelves to make Shirts of it for the Uſe of the Poor. Others 
have bought Hats for the Boys, and ſent Skins to make them 
Breeches. Others have ſent Caps for the Girls, and other 
Things of that Nature to clothe them withal. 

Now and then it has fallen out, that Well-wiſhers to the 
Hoſpital have dreſſed ſome Children from Head to Foot. ISI 
About Chriſtmas, and New-years-tide, and eſpecially at the 
Time of publick Examination, ſome have made Proviſion for 
entertaining the Children with a better Dinner than ordinary. 

The ſame Thing has happen'd in reſpe& of Diet. For $3 
ſome well-diſpoſed Perſons, after reaping, would ſend in 
ſome of their Corn, Peaſe, and the like, for the Poor. Others 

would ſend Meat, Fiſh, Cheeſe, and other Supplies. 

Again, others, who had by Legacy got a Parcel of Books, DJ 

| inſtead of ſelling the fame, have made them over to the Hoſ- 


pital, which prov'd the Foundation of co Library for 
| the Uſe of our poor Students imploy d in the __—_ l D 
- tacrs 
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Others have beſtowed Part of the Money which was left 
them by their deceaſed Friends. A well-meaning Friend has 
beſtowed Part of a Silver Mine upon us near Kebrbach,. call'd 
the New Bleſſing of God, and regiſtred it. for the Hoſpital at 
Glaucha without Hall ; and he himſelf has undertaken the 
Management of it, till it may advance ſome Profit to the 
Poor. Others have ſent ſome of their Beer when they have 
brewed, or ſome Money if they had good Succeſs therein. 

Others have provided ſome Salt for the Hoſpital; others have 
| | preſented it with Feather-beds ; others with Sheets, Table- 
if cloth, ec. : 


1 Several Merchants have ſent whole Pieces, or ſome Rem- 
0 ES” nants of Cloth, and of Stuff, asa Help towards covering the 

| Bodies of the Poor. Many have thought their rich Dreſs and 
Apparel, which ſerv'd them heretofore to make a Figure in 
| the World, better beſtow'd when laid out to clothe the Poor. 
1 Some would turn whole Suits of Finery into Money, . ſell 
"Wi their Silver and Gold Laces, and clothe the Poor therewith, 
| Some have ſent hither, and others have ſold Silver Spoons, 


Silver Buttons, Silver Cups, Gold Rings ſet with Stones, 


Golden Bracelets, Necklaces of Gold, to ſupport the Poor 

withal. And ſuch Things have commonly fallen out when 

| great Want and Neceſlity have excited us to pray for Relief. 
1 XXXII. What has been ſaid hitherto, may give to the 
Reader a pretty good Apprehenſion, under what Circum- 

ſtances both the Education of the Poor, and the Erecting of 

the Hoſpital, have been begun and carried on. ; 

In the Month of September 1698, his Electoral Highneſs 

of Brandenburg was graciouſly pleaſed to confer upon the 

Hoſpital ſeveral Privileges; which made ſome People think 

| that the whole Concern has been ever ſince endowed with 
| fixed Maintcnance, and that the Undertakers, after ſo many 

| boiſterous Agitations, are happily arriv'd to Shore. 

But, to lay open the Matter as it is, I muſt needs ſay, that᷑ 

, a the Hand of God in obtaining theſe Privileges was ſo fully diſ- 

covered to me, that many preſumptuous Cenſures that have 
been paſſed upon me, have not in the leaſt diſturbed me. 
Jam ſenſible of the Benefits that have been derived from 

J thence to the Poor, and ſhall ever keep a thankful Remem- 
brance thereof both towards God and towards Men. 

il But, to rectify the Judgments of ſuch as have been miſtaken 
in this Aﬀair, they ought to be acquainted, that the aforeſaid 
Privileges never had ſuch an extenfive Influence upon the 

Work, as to ſet it altogether upon another Foot; nor have 
_ they been immediately xendered effectual. For ſame of Mo 
A ; 5 T7 have 
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have not been as yet practicable; and others have required 
eater Expences, as the ſetting up of the Apothecaries and 
ookſellers Shops. | 

The chief Branch of theſe Privileges ſeemed to be the 
Collection, which his Electoral Highneſs allowed throughout 
the whole Extent of his Dominions and Provinces. Now, 
though I do not undervalue ſuch a Benefit, (it being of that 
Nature, that not the leaſt Conſtraint is uſed upon any Body, WD 
but every one is at Liberty to give what he pleaſeth towards 
the Relief of the Poor) = could not light preſently on 
ſach Perſons as were qualified for gathering in this Collection; 
and tho' at laſt I pitched on ſome who ſeem'd to be fit for 
this Buſineſs, yet it has hitherto met with ſuch Obſtructions, 
that, beſides in Berlin, it has been yet begun but in three Pro- 
vinces. From whence an impartial Judge may eaſily infer, 
that ſuch a Collection may give ſome Eaſe to the Undertaking, 
but can never prove a ſufficient Stock for the Maintenance of 
about two hundred Perſons, who are to be provided for. 

In the mean Time, there has been ſpent more within half 
a Year, than the whole Collection amounted to; and, to do 
right to the Matter, what has been rais'd this Way, only 
proved ſome Help for defraying Part of the Charges of main- 
taining, clothing, and teaching the Poor. 

In thort, foraſmuch as no ſmall Time will be required, be- 
fore, on one Side, the unjuſt Odium the Undertaking upon 
this Account is charg'd with, is awarded, and on the other, 
the imparted Privileges come to be put in Practice; they are 
like to prove more beneficial to the enſuing Age, than Land 
them at preſent. And this, I muſt confeſs, was the main 
Scope I had in View, when I petitioned his Electoral High- 
neſs for the Grant of them. Not to mention now, that, 
ſince the Time theſe Privileges have been granted, the whole 
Affair has been not a little enlarged, by which Means it hath 
become more chargeable. All which ſhews the Miſtake of 
thoſe, who by groundleſs Reports have been inclin'd to be- 
lieve, that Faith and Dependence upon the Lord was not now 
longer exerciſed in this Buſineſs as it was at firſt, but that the 
ſecular Power, with a fixed Allowance of Proviſions, did 
now bear the Sway. This miſtaken Report has miſled many Wy 
into Slanders and uncharitable Cenſures ; and others have at- 
tempted to force into the Hoſpital all Manner of poor People, 
upon the falſe Suppoſal of rich Endowments, without hav- 
ing made the leaſt Enquiry, whether the Hoſpital was in a 
Condition to relieve them or no ? | 


Others have put ſa large a Nr 
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that, by their Report, People in very diſtant Places have been 
prevail d with to believe that/12000 Crowns were allow'd per 
annum for the Maintenance of the Hoſpital. And this has 
farther inclin'd many needy Perſons to come a great Way off, 
ſuppoſing to find here a preſent Relief both as for Food and 
Raiment, and to wonder when the Event did not anſwer 
their miſtaken Expectation, 

And this I hope may ſufficiently inform any impartial 
Reader, that as the Work hath been begun in Faith and Reli- 
ance upon God, and not in any Truſt upon a ſet Stock of Pro- 

£S” viſions; ſo it is ſtill carried on in the ſame Way, and under the 
like Difficulties; notwithſtanding the ſmall Supplies coming 
in now and then, having as yet no other Foundation than it 
has ſtood upon ever from. the Beginning. 
0 XXXIII. Another Branch of ſignal Providence over us, 
bath been manifeſted in ſuch as fell ſick. In the very Begin- 
ning of our Endeavours, the Lord inclin'd the Heart of one 
. of the chief Apothecaries and Chy miſts at Leipfick, to diſpoſe 
ſy gratis of ſo much Phyſick as there was neceſſary for our Diſ- 
Tl eaſed; and this he freely continued till his Electoral Highneſs 
of Brandenburg was graciouſly pleaſed to permit the keeping 
an Apothecary's Shop for the Hoſpital, whereby we have 
been enabled to make a Shift, without being any further 
chargeable to that worthy Benefactor, who, out of his great 
Charity, bore no ſmall Part of the Burden which uſually 
adheres to an Undertaking of this Nature. 

XXXIV. Another Benefit which the Lord provided for us, 
was, that heinclin'd an eminent Phyſician of this Univerſity, 

So take upon him the principal Care of ſuch as fell ſick in 

he Hoſpital, and to lend an helping Hand to the Phyſician 
who was particularly appointed to manage that Affair. And 
this he readily underwent without the leaſt Requital ; ſo 
that we are not able to make a ſufficient Return of Thanks 
for ſo ſignal an Act of Charity. 

XXXV. In the Year 1699, when a malignant Fever was 
raging in theſe Parts, it carried off a great many People, and 
the Hoſpital loſt on one Hand ſuch Men as made it their Bu- 
ſineſs to promote its Intereſt, and on the other ſuch Children 
as prov'd the moſt hopeful of the whole Number. It carried 

| off, hkewiſe, ſeveral of the Schoolmaſters, that were beſt 
qualified for managing the Youth ; and it grew to that Vio- 
| lence, that there was almoſt a general Complaint that the uſual 
Methods of Phyfick became of no Uſe in this ſorrow ful Jun- 
Eture of Time. | 

Now, theſe deplorable Accidents cauſed both Sorrow and 
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Compaſſion on our Side, Sorrow, becauſe frequent Changes 
in ſuch Colleges are attended with many unavoidable Diſ- 
orders; Compaſſion, becauſe Men were cut off in the very 
Flower of their Age, who, by reaſon of their excellent En- 
dowments, ſeem'd very fit to ſerve the Publick. 

XXXVI. The beſt Remedies being thus baffled by the fu- 
rious Inſults of this Diſtemper, there was now no other Way 
left to bear off theſe ſenſidle Trials, but to make an humble 
Application to him, who hitherto had given us ſo many 
Proofs of the Light of his Countenance, and of his fatherly 
Care over us: So we united in Prayers, and committed to 
his gracious Providence our Sick, who now ſeemed to be 
expoſed, without any Shelter, to the mercileſs Strokes of 
Death; being mindfal, that, when the Lord ſmites a Land 
with a Plague, he likewiſe, out of a tender Compaſſion, 
commandeth his Bleſſings to go forth, and to ſupport his 
Creatures under their Burden. This then made us hope the 
Lord would make us Partakers of his Bleſſing, both that 
the Work once begun might go on, and not ſo many Youth 
be ſwept away in the Prime of their blooming Years, and 
before they had employed in this World that Talent where- 
with he had entruſted them. 

XXXVII. Within a Month after, God was pleaſed to flir 
up the Heart of an. eminent Patron, who knew nothing of 
that Diſtreſs we here laboured under, to communicate to 
us a ſpecifick Medicine againſt the ſaid Fever, preſenting a 
Receipt of the Compoſition thereof to the Hoſpital; and 
this he ſent very ſeaſonably, juſt when ſeveral Perſons con- 
cerned in the Management of the Hoſpital lay deſperately 
il, who within a few Days were happily reſtored by the 
Uſe of that Medicine. 

Since that Time (Thanks be to God!) not one Soul has 
been carried off by this violent Fever, if the Patient was 
but in a Condition to take this Medicine. This Bleſſing, 
which the Lord thus beſtowed upon us, has been enjoyed 
by many others without the Hoſpital, both in this Town 
and in other Places; and, to make this Benefit the more ge- 
neral, a Paper has been printed on Purpoſe, with an Ac- 
count of the ſeveral Effects of the ſaid Medicine, and Di- 
tections how to uſe it. 

XXXVIII. T was, and is like ſtill to prove, a great Ad- 
vantage to us, that the Lord, by a moſt remarkable Provi- 
dence, excited certain Perſons here and there to ſuch a ten- 
der and charitable Diſpoſition towards the Poor, that they 
made it, as it were, their 5 Buſineſs to ſupport it, * 

2 the 
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the moſt endearing Marks of their Concurrence : And theſe 
I may deſervedly call the Fathers and Mothers of our Poor, 

I 5 here not only mean thoſe ſubſtantial Perſons, who 
generouſly laid out Part of their Wealth to relieve the Poor, 
whereof the foregoing Account has informed the Reader; 

but alſo even ſuch as, by reaſon of the Smalneſs of their 

0 Eſtate, were unable to give any Thing conſiderable them- 

114 ſelves, yet have left viſible Tokens of a moſt tender Aﬀe- 

| ction towards the Poor, which they did either by the Means 

| | of good Advice, or hearty Interceſſion with others; nay, 
by their own unwearied Diligence, and more eſpecially by 

1 their fervent Prayers to God. a 

mY I muſt needs confeſs, that I have ſometimes greatly ad- 

"wt mired the earneſt Care with which the Lord hath inclined 

ſome to take a particular Survey of the Need of the Poor, 

and to ſupport them accordingly : So that I often have re- 

14 membred the Apoſtle Paul's Saying in ſuch Circumſtances, 

th But Thanks be to God, which put the ſame earneſt Care into 
the Heart of Titus for you, 1 Cor. viii. 16. Truly this at- 
forded us no ſmall Occaſion to praiſe the Name of God. 

I know there is no Need of making particular Mention 
of ſuch Perſons as the Lord has been pleaſed to inſpire with 
ſo tender a Senſe towards our Poor; true Charity keepeth 
always within the Bounds of Humility, and doth not in 
the leaſt affect any Applauſe of Men: This then reſtraineth 
me from inſerting here ſuch Inſtances, . ſince I know 
how apt the World is to paſs the worlt Conſtruction upon 
ſuch Actions. But, notwithſtanding this, I cannot forbear 
to'take notice in this Place of one particular Inſtance the 
Lord hath beſtowed upon us; and this not out of Flattery 
or other ſiniſter End, but out of an hearty Thankfulneſs to- 
wards a Perſon who did not receive the leaſt Requital, be- 

ſides our Prayers, as long as ſhe lived. 

Ke This was the Lady Maria __ (Pudewell) Marſhal, 
whom God, about the latter End of the paſt Year, and in 
the 57th Year of her Age, hath called to himſelf. As ſoon 
as the firſt Step was made towards the erecting of an Ho- 
ſpital, her Heart was poſſeſied with ſuch a tender Senſe of 

0 Love and Kindneſs, that ſne did look upon the Affair as a 

[ll Buſineſs of her own, particularly committed to her Truſt; 

and accordingly the took a motherly Care for carrying on 

the ſame. 
To give you a ſhort View of her excellent Charity, I 
muſt acquaint you, that it was her Cuſtom exactly to in- 


form herſelf what was moſt wanting in the Hoſpital; and

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then ſhe conſidered whether ſhe could procure us any Help: 
which the did by advertiſing of others, either by Letter, oer 
in Conference, or by ſome Means or other. 

All what ſhe got together, by the Bleſſing of God, for 
the Benefit of the Hoſpital, ſhe would ſet down in Writing. 
If ſhe got any Money, ſhe would buy ſuch Things which 
were moſt wanting, and conveniently to be had in the Place 
where the lived. One Time ſhe ſent in 200 Shirts for poor 
Children, and Part of the Linen was woven and whitened 
at her own Charge: And, this being done, ſhe would pre- 
vail with others to make them up, out of the ſame Principle 
of Charity. The like the did with Hats, Caps, and other 
Things of that Nature; likewiſe with Houſhold-ſtuff of 
Pewter, Copper, Sc. 

The Pain and Trouble the underwent in Perſon is hardly 
to be paralleled. She was not in the leaſt deterred from 
ſcrving the Poor by the uncharitable Cenſures of the World, 
and the had not the leait Proſpect of getting any outward 
Advantage by it: She was always full of Praiſes and Thankſ- 
givings for the Bleſſing the Lord beſtowed upon our Under- 
taking, and her Letters were indited in the fame Stile. 

Her greateſt Trouble was, that ſhe could do no more for 
the Benefit of the Poor; and her greateſt Joy, when ſhe 
heard of a new Bleſſing attending us. In the Midſt of her 
charitable Efforts, ſhe was careful not to ſend too many Poor 
of her own Recommendation, knowing that we already 
had our Complement; and when now and then a poor Or- 
phan came in her Way, which ſhe took for a proper Object 
of her Compaſſion, before ſhe ſent the ſame to us, the would 
make a very modeſt Enquiry whether it might be received; 
as if ſhe had never beſtowed the leaſt Benefit upon us: Nei- 
ther did ſhe expreſs the leaſt Diſpleaſure, nor was her Zeal 
for the Hoſpital at all abated, when ſhe was told, that at 
preſent it was impoſſible for us to accompliſh her Deſire, 
the being otherwiſe fully convinced of our Readineſs to com- 
ply with her Defire in any Thing that did ly in our Power. 
And, even in the Midſt of her bodily Weakneſſes (which 
increaſed the Wonder) almoſt continually oppreſſing her, 
and growing more upon her in the latter Part of her Life, 
ſhe would not lay aſide her uſual Concern for the Hoſpital. 
Nay, all her Prayers, and very dying Speeches, would ſa- 
your of that tender Senſe ſhe had for our Poor, till ſhe paſt 
out of this into another Lite. 

Now the Lord 1s not unrighteous, that he ſhould forget

XXXIX. It ch another great Furtherance to my De- 
ſign, that the Lord, from the very Beginning of the Un- 
dertaking, had always ſupported me with the Concurrence

Neighbour. This happily prevented all Manner of worldly

All theſe Supplies Providence hath ſo wonderfully beltowed

confeſs, I more admire this Branch of God's Providence, 
than the richeſt Mines of Silver and God; and juſtly enu- 
merate it amongſt the Means, whereby the whole Under- 
taking has been begun, and thus far carried on. And I do 


not doubt in the leaſt of God's Bleſſing and good Succeſs, ISI 


ſo long as he ſhall vouchſafe vs ſuch Labourers as impartially: 
conſult their Conſciences, and ſtand free from all Engage- 
ments to Self- intereſt: Whereas, on the contrary, if cave- 
tous Hirelings, who make Money and outward Advantages 
their Buſineſs, or ſuch as affect popular Applauſe, ſhould be 
entruſted with the Management thereof, nothing would more 
certainly enſue, than a ſudden Overthrow of the whole At- 
fair; and this makes me pray beforc-hand, that he Lord 
would take. it into his own Protection, and never permit it to 
fall into the Hands of ſuch unfaithful Stewards.

CHAP. . 


Of the Advantages which may be expected from ſuch Endea= 
vours. 


AS for the ſpiritual Benefits which may be expected ta 
accrue from ſuch Endeavours, and which we are 
chiefly to regard, they may eaſily be gucſicd at, 

conſidering the main Scope of the whole Undertaking, which 


is nothing elſe but the Salvation of Souls, and their Con- ZR 


verſion to Life everlaſting. Now, as the Soul is the princi- 
pal Part of a Man, and to be managed with much greater 
Care than the Body; ſo the Deſign of the Undertaking was 
never to lay up Proviſion for the Body : But this was only 
uſed as the Means to make a nearer Step towards the Re- 
formation of the Soul. 

If any Body put another Conſtruction on it, and, being 
prejudiſed with many —— Suſpicions, queſtion the 
Sincerity of our Pretenſions to that great End, he is deſir'd 
to have Patience till the Day comes wherein the Lord will 
make manifeſt the Counſels of the Hearts; and ſo to leave 
the Sentence to God, who alone is able to ſearch the moſt 
ſecret Receſſes of the Heart, reſerving this as a Prerogauve 
moſt peculiar to himſelf. | 

II. In the mean Time, I doubt not but Perſons of Can- 
dour and unbiaſs d Judgment may, without much Difficul- 
ty, penetrate into the Bottom of this Affair, by taking an 
| Hu- 
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impartial Survey of the whole Method whereby the Work 
is carried on. | 
The End we aim at, and the Means we make Uſe of, 
for obtaining the ſame, are all of a-piece. Whatever is 
applied to this Purpoſe, tends directly to our great End, with- 

| out the leaſt Digreſſion from it. The Means we uſe are of 
0 that Nature, that no Body can find Fault with them under 
e nny Pretence whatſoever. The Word of God is inſtilled 
10 into the Children from their Youth up; and none dares 
10 charge us, no not with the leaſt Inſinuation, that theſe hea- 
1000 venly Oracles are ſophiſticated, either by human Traditions, 
% or other erroneous Mixtures. Unfeigned Faith in our Lord 
9 "ſt Jeſus Chriſt is laid for a Foundation, and a real Senſe of 
ij Godlineſs, attended with a conſcientious Behaviour, are the 
10 moſt material Points, to the obtaining whereof our earneſt 
i} Endeavours are conſtantly directed. 
ll As near as is poſſible, ſuch Men are choſen to manage 
1600 the Work of Inſpection and Education, as we can ſafely re- 
7 ly upon for their Candour and Integrity (as well as Ability) 
on that Behalf, expecting that they will render themſelves 
worthy Examples both by their Words and their Actions: 
And, if it happens that we unexpectedly miſtake in our 
Election, the Perſon convicted of any Miſdemeanour, is 
obliged to make Room for one that is better qualified. 

We prevent alſo, as much as in us lies, the ſpreading of 
infectious Examples amongſt the Children, leſt they be per- 
verted from the right Way. And we take it very kindly, 
when any Body aſſiſt us with good Advice, how to lay a 
deeper Foundation of the Principles of true Piety, and of 
training up Children to them. Now, ſuch and the like 
Things are known ſo well, that the moſt Malicious cannot 
deny it to be ſo. 

III Two Hours are ſet apart every Day, wherein all 
Manner of poor, blind, lame, and impotent Perſons, both 
ſuch as live amongſt us, and ſuch as come from abroad; 
as likewiſe Exiles, and ſuch as have loſt their Goods by 
Fire; and, in a Word, all Sorts of diſtreſſed People, are 
carefully inſtructed in the Principles of Religion, admoni- 
ſhed, comforted, and at length ſupplied with ſome bodily 
10 Relief. And this I think every one will allow to be a Me- 
Mit thod uſeful for the publick Good. 

S IV. Many poor Orphans, for whoſe Education no Body 

Was in the leaſt concerned, and who otherwiſe, of Neceſ- 

ty, had been drawn away into numberleſs Diſorders, and 


moſt hainous Sins, have been withheld from the dangerous 
: Courſes 
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Courſes which a Beggar's Life might have expoſed them ta; 
and put under good Diſcipline, and inſtructed in the Word 

, of God; whereby in Time they may become good Chri- 

S ſtians, and profitable Subjects, which, without Queſtion, 

- muſt turn to the general Good of the Kingdom. 

F V. Many Boys of good natural Parts and Endowments, I 

[ 


by reaſon of which they might be made fit for great Un- 
dertakings, lying hitherto buried under the Rubbiſh of Ig- 
norance for Want of Education, becauſe of their Parents 
Poverty, or otherwiſe; and whoſe pregnant Genius would 
enable them to become great Inſtruments of Miſchief to 
their Country; are now found out, and educated for the 
common Benefit, to which they may ſometime prove uſe- 
ful, by promoting the Good and Advantage whether of 
Church or State: Which is a Thing that deſerves the Ap- 
plauſe of every one. 

VI. More free Schools have been ſet up by occaſion of 
ſuch Endeavours, whereby Parents reduced to Want, and 
unable to put their Children to School, or provide them 
with neceſſary Books, have an Opportunity of ſending them 
where they may be taught gratis; by Means whereof, ma- 
ny a Youth, who would otherwiſe abandon himſelf to the 
Government of ſenſual and brutiſh Luſts, is (as it were) 

luck'd out of the Jaws of Satan, and inſtructed in the 
rinciples of Religion, and other uſeful Learning; ſo that 
he himſelf reapeth the Benefit of the School where he is 
bred, and the Commonwealth of a well-qualified Member. 

VII. And what elſe may ſuch Foundations be more pro- 
perly accounted, than Seminaries ſet up for the general Good 
of the Country ? Here a Foundation 1s laid for training up D 
good Workmen in all Trades, good Schoolmaſters, nay, 
good Preachers and Counſellors; who of Courſe hereafter 
will think themſelves the more obliged to ſerve every one, 
becauſe they have both an experimental Knowledge of God's 
Providence from their Youth up, and the Benefit of a ſound 
and ſolid Education. And this may put ſovereign Magi- 
ſtrates in good Hopes, that from ſuch and the like Endea- 
yours may proceed the beſt and moſt faithful Subjects, fit- 
ted for their Service; who alſo may prove inſtrumental in 
due Time to retrieve others from their vicious Courſe of 


Life. 


—-— XI. The Prayers of poor fatherleſs Children, and 
of all ſuch as enjoy the Benefit of Hoſpitals, are the frongelt "Sy 
Wall and Fortreſs to defend a City and Land from the In- 
valions of any Adverſary; 7 on the contrary, the Tears 
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vr Sighs of poor diſtreſs d People, who commonly exprets 
their Grievances in that Manner, when they ly neglected 
under extreme Neceſſity, draw down the dreadful Diſplea- 
ſure of Almighty God againft that unhappy Nation wherein 
ſuch Cruelty is practiſed. 5 ä 
XII. A great many Students, partly by being kept under 
a ſtrict Diſcipline themſelves, partly by being every Da 
employed in teaching the Children, are prepared for a skil- 
ful Management of Schools up and down in the Country: 
And, having been uſed to a good and exact Method, they 
may prove inſtrumental to effect in ſome Meaſure the Re- 
formation of Schools, which is ſo neceſſary at this Time; 
Eſpecially if they ſhould happen to get into Parſonages, or 
parochial Cures, and ſo come to be intruſted with the par- 
ticular Inſpection of Schools. | 
XIII. As the whole Univerſity here has been ſet up for 
the real Good of our Church and State, ſo this general Good 
Is ſo far advanced by Means of this Undertaking, as the 
Number of Students in the Univerſity has been not a little 
augmented thereby. Now the Number of Students, freely 
maintained in the Hoſpital, amounts to Fifty, Sixty, Seven- 
ty, nay, ſometimes Eighty altogether at one Time; not to 
mention thoſe who in Expectation of ſuch a Benefit come 
hither, which muſt needs make a conſiderable Addition to 
the Number of the Students in Divinity. 

XIV. What ſpiritual Benefits the City of Hall in particu- 
lar, and Glaucha in the Suburbs, have reapt from this Foun- 
dation, is ſufficiently known, and no Body can deny, un- 
leſs. thoſe whoſe Judgments are darkned and corrupted by 
bitter Envy, or rank Atheiſm ; ſo as to render them ftupid- 
ly inſenſible of a Work, whereby not only many fatherleſs 
Children are brought up to the Glory of God, but alſo a Way 
found out, whereby poor People, both old and young, in 
the City-and Suburbs, may arrive to a competent Knowledge 
of Chriſtian Principles, not only by publick, but private In- 
ſtructions; there being ſeveral Schools erected for this Pur- 

ole. 755 
K XV. No Body has Reaſon to think, that theſe Advantages, 
which have been hinted at, are only the Evaporations of an 
idle Brain, without any real Ground of Hope to enjoy them 
in Time to: come. For, according to the common Senſe 
of Mankind, one may eaſily judge, that as a Tree but new- 
* planted cannot bring forth a full Crop of Fruit in its firſt 


ears; ſo theſe Endeavours (which were begun but about 


fix Years ago) cannot arrive to any conſiderable * of 
er- 
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Perfection, nor produce thoſe happy Effects in ſo ſmall a, 
Space of Time, which may hereafter be expected: Vet, 
in the mean While, I aſſure the Reader, that the Lord hath 
given us already ſo many Proofs of his Bleſſing, that we 
have no Reaſon, when we caſt an Eye upon thoſe Firſt- fruits, 
to hope leſs hence than the afore- mentioned Advantages and 
Benefits. Not to mention now, that one may confidently 
foretel the Event of ſuch Things, if the Means defign'd for 
obtaining the End be rightly applied. What elſe could in. 
ſpire us with Courage to attempt any good Thing? But, 
while I thus ſpeak, 1 do not deny that human Infirmities, 

and even ſcandalous: Abuſes, may too frequently inſinuate 
themſelves into the beſt-contrived Projects, Many a Plant 
perhaps may be nipp'd in the Bud, me 
XVI. Beſides theſe ſpiritual Adyantages redounding to the 
Publick, and which we have Reaſon to hope for; we may 

alſo eaſily diſcover ſeveral outward or accidental Benefits 
likely to be the Reſult of ſuch an Undertaking. Thus ma- 

ny a poor Workinan has got his Living whilſt the Houſe  D4 
was a-building ;, many a poor Student has been ſupplied 
with ſome Relief: And who can deny, that it muſt needs 
tend to the Good of a Place, where all the Domeſticks, 
Servants, and Apprentices, are uſed to a, godly and order- 

ly Way of Living, as they are in the Hoſpital, there being 
everywhere ſo great a Want of pious and Faithful Servants 2 
Many a beggarly Child is now educated in ſuch a Way, 

that he hercafter may get his own Livelihood, and fo. prove 
Jerviccable to others, to whom he would have been a Bur- 

den, if he had without Reftraint purſued the Courſe he was 
engaged in. Many a poor Widow being reduced to the 
utmoſt Straits, and not knowing where to get any Relief 

For her Children, is readily ſupplied, and the Children 
brought up with greater Care than perhaps their own Fa- 
thers would ever, have done. l | 
XVII. And, in fine, cvery one, I think, will confeſs that 

a Town or Country is fo much the more abundantly bleſs d "Dy 
with temporal Advantages, by how much the more effe- 
ctual Care is taken for the Maintenance of the Poor: Ex- 
perience itſelf bearing Witneſs, that theſe Governments are 

the moſt flouriſhing, which concern themſelves moſt to 


provide well for the Poor. 


CONCLUSION. | 
This, Beloved Reader, is the Account of the Hoſpital 
and other Charity-ſchools, ** L would at preſent fincere- 
ee 2 J 
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12 offer to your Conſideration, in order to promote the 
onour, Praiſe and Glory of God the Giver of all Good, 
and to encourage my Fellow-creatures in Faith and Charity. 
J have ſtudied Brevity as much as I could, and only ſet 
down ſuch Things as I thought might prove the mot ſer- 
viceable for the Edification of the Reader; I mean, that he 
might magnify the Lord, 'and that every Lover of Truth 
might be rightly informed of what has been hitherto done 
in this Affair. 

In the Account itſelf, I have to the beſt of my Know- 
ledge neither wronged nor flattered any Perſon whatſoever, 
tho I had a fair Opportunity to have done both. Hence 
I may with good Reaſon require every Reader to give an 
unreſerved Credit to what has been 5 4 — here. I am 
in good Hopes, that many a Perſon, who thinks it worth 
while to peruſe theſe Sheets, will, for the future at leaſt, 
reſtrain himſelf from all raſh Cenſures, and repent if he has 
in any Reſpect qudged before the Time. Likewiſe, that 
many, by reading theſe endearing Proofs of the infinite 
Love and Goodneſs of our great God, will find no ſmall 
Eaſe and Comfort in the Midſt of their diſmal Circumſtan- 
ces, Exciting them to run with the greater Courage the Race 
that 1s ſet before them. Tf that be in any Degree the Re- 
ſult of this Account, I ſhall be very well fatisfied with ſuch 
a Bleſſing. | 

But if it ſhould happen, that ſome in reading over theſe 
Papers find themſelves prompted cheerfully to ſecond our 
Endeavours with ſome actnal Contribution, and lay out ſome 
of the generous Efforts of their charitable Inclinations to- 
wards the Education of poor Children ; I here aſſure the 
Reader, that it is rather an Effect accidentally reſultmg from 
hence, than a Thing directly propos'd to myſelf in the Pu- 
blication of this Narrative. | 

I would have no Perſon upon the Face of the Earth (let 
him be never ſo great, eminent, wealthy, pious or well- 
inclin'd) think that I put my Truſt in him. The Lord, by 
numberleſs Proofs of his Veracity, hath moſt clearly demon- 
ſtrated, that this Honour is due to him alone; and that I 
am in Gratitude bound to depend on him with intire Con- 
fidence, (and O that he by his Spirit might more and more 
enable me to do this!) and keep from Idols: - In the midft 
of the greateſt Trials he hath impreſs'd a lively Senſe of that 
Word upon my Mind; Rettius ad Patrem quam ad fratres. 
Tis better having Recourſe, in Time of Tribulation, to the Fa- 


ther, than to the Brethren, For all they that look to him are 
lighined, ' 
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lightned, and their Faces are not aſhamed, Pal. xxxiv. 5. And 
the Lord hath taught me alſo, by happy Experience, the 
Truth of what follows in the next Verſe; This poor Man 
cried, and the Lord heard him, and ſaved him out of all his 
Troubles. | 

I hope that ſuch as fear God will not brand me with In- 
gratitude for the Plainneſs of my Speech, nor be offended 
with me that I do not rely upon them, but upon God. The 
Acts of Charity by any one performed upon the Lord's 
Work, are far nobler and endearing, if they be done in Sin- 
gleneſs of Mind, and offer'd up with a fincere Regard to 
the Honour of God, and the Benefit of our Fellow-crea- 
tures. Tis the Character of true Love, not in the leaſt to 
be puffed up in regard of its charitable Deeds, but to let 
them fink into Oblivion, like a Sacrifice wholly conſumed 
by the Fire of the Altar; conſiding entirely in Chritt Jeſus, 
and ſeeking after nothing but to increaſe from the Fulneſs 
of Chriſt; the inward Power and Vigour of the ſpiritual 
Life lying under a deep Senſe of its own Unworthineſs, 
that ſo it may unite itſelf nearer and nearer to him who is 
the Giver ot all good Gifts. 

In ſhort, if I ſhould go about to enumerate all the happy 
Effects which both at home and abroad have reſulted from 
the Example of our Endeavours in this Affair, they would 
require a particular Treatiſe by themſelves: But, at preſent, 
I think I have ſufficient Reaſon to forbear to inſiſt any fur- 
ther upon that Subject. In the mean Time, the Lord hath 
ers aſſured me that the World will never be able to ſup- 
preſs them. The Lord, I am ſure, will water this Lily, 
that it may ſtill more and more diffuſe the Fragrancy of its 
Smell. For the Lord liveth, and praiſed be God who is my 
Hiding-place: And let the God of my Salvation be exalted, 
Hallelujah !

— HH foregoing Narrative was occaſioned (as has 
been mentioned) by a Commiſſion given out 
by his Pruſſian Majeſty, to take an exact View 

of the whole State of this preſent Buſineſs concerning the Care 
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for the Poor. And this was done by four of his Privy- 
council. Thoſe that were prejudiſed againſt the 14 
ing itſelf, begun to rejoice at this Commiſſion, in hopes that 
it would prove an Overthrow of the whole Affair, or at 
leaſt after ſome while bring it to a Stand; eſpecially becauſe 
the Commiſſion was not ordered at my Requeſt, and fo 
would in Probability be the leſs favourable to me. This 
ſpiteful Expectation was ſeconded with abundance of Lies, 
which were ſpread about even before the coming out of the 
Commiſſion. 

When I was under theſe Circumſtances, I drew up an Ac- 
eount of the Riſe, Progreſs, and wonderful Preſeryation of 
the Undertaking ; and not only laid it before the Lords Com- 
miſſioners, but anſwered alſo what they asked me by Word 
of Mouth, with Preſence of Mind, and a fincere Depen- 
dence upon God. Theſe Delegates are ſtill alive, and were 
much pleaſed with the Account they recerv'd at that Time; 
not only teſtifying their Satisfaction to me, but offering alſo 
| 2 moſt favourable Relation of it to his Majeſty, And now 
1 the Oppoſers were ſilenc'd, and a ſudden Damp caſt on their 
1 Joy; and I with they had been affected alſo with a due Re- 
morſe for their former Guilt. | 
| As ſoon as this Buſineſs was over, I digeſted the moſt

into an hiſtorical Account, and preſented it to the Publick, - 
Wherefore L believe I may with Confidence: conclude, 
that no reaſonable Perſon can, with any plauſible Pretence, 
queſtion my Candour in this Affair: Which, . whoever ſhall 
continue to do, he gives plain Demonſtrations of his being 
>” dials'd by Partiality, in attempting ſtill to paſs an arbitrary 
and cenſorious Judgment on a Thing which not only has 
been juſtified by Sovereign Authority, but alſo clear'd by 
ſuch manifeſt Proofs as are ſufficient to bear down all Con- 
traditions of the Gainſayer. 
Tis truc, I am ſurrounded with many who, to my Know- 
ledge, do not in the leaſt favour my Deſign : But, exami- 
ning into the true Reaſons, I find there 1s none, but an O- 
ver-fondncis of their own dull l:feleſs Religion, valuing 
cc themſclves upon a fair Shew of a dead Formality, willing 
TW to paſs for good Chriſtians, tho never ſound at the Bottom, 
103 and this makes them reject ſuch Principles and Proceedings 
y as they apprehend world bring Religion too near home. 
Would it not be an audacious Attempt for me (Which it 
Wh! is almoſt incredible that any one ſhould ever charge me with)

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the Spice of ſeven Years, to perſwade others both by Word 
of Mouth and in Writing of the Truth of them, to abuſe 
the Authority of a Royal Commiſſion for colouring the De 


-fign, nay, even to put ſuch Things in Print, if Truth it- - . 


ſelf was not on my Side? And, if it were poſſible tor any 
of theſe biaſs'd Perſons any way to convict me of ſo much 
as one Falſhood, how readily would he lay hold on every 
Opportunity to ſift out the leaſt Untruth, impos'd upon the 
Magiſtrates or others of my Fellow-chriſtians. But now 1 
can challenge all the World, and confute the Impudence S© 
of thoſe that rail againſt me with ſcurrilous Paznphlets, by 
laying down ſome plain and ocular Demonſtrations of the 
preſent State of our whole Affair. 

The Hoſpital is actually ſet up ; and the Number of Chik 
dren, Students and neceſſary Officers conftantly maintained S3 
therein, amounts to more than 200. As for the Building 
itſelf, hitherto it has required a vaſt deal of Charge to bring 
the In- ſide thereof to. its full Perfection. Befides which, 
there are alſo erected ſeveral Schools for the Benefit both of 
poor Boys and Girls, who are maintained apart. Not now 
ro mention ſeveral other Things, and the Sick and Indigent 
of the 1 upon whoſe Account daily Expences are 
required. | 

y Neighbours very well know that I have no Abun- DJ 
dance of this World's Goods (tho' a Chriſtian may enjoy all 
in God and Chriſt) call them Moveables or Immoveables, 
or what you will, no not ſo much as would maintain a ſmall 
Family; much leſs have I ſuch an Eſtate, as might ſuffice, 
both to maintain ſo many Poor, and to erect an Houſe for 
their Reception. This Conſideration, I think, might prove 
a powerful Inducement to all to give the Honour to God,; 
and to acknowledge that it is his Work, and not to be at- 
tributed either to me, being but a miſerable Worm, or any 
other Creature in the World whatever; but only to him 
who alone is the Moſt High, the Creator of all, the omnipotent 
and terrible King, who ſitteth upon his Throne judging right. 
He alone has done all this, and promoted it from the firſt 
Riſe till now, by his fatherly Bleſſing: And indeed not out 
of a great Stock laid up before-hand, as ſome have given 
out; but out of nothing he hath-made ſomething, according 
to his infinite Mercy, ſupporting the Faith and Refolution 
of ſo poor a Creature as I am; inſomuch that I did not 
rely on any worldly Wealth, but only on the Arm of the 
Lord, who is able to do excceding abundantly — 
| . | 2 
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1 
chat we can either ask or think; and this made me not te 
ſcruple the Truth and Certainty of Things not ſeen. 

I have run the Hazard of depending upon this gracious 
God, and, by obtaining good Succeſs, have learned the Va- 
lue of that Expreſſion, None that wait on him are aſhamed ; 
and I hope I ſhall further ſucceed in him, to confound the 
Unbelief of thoſe that think themſelves fafer in a large Pro- 
viſion of Mammon, than in the living God, who is yet 
able to deliver from Death. Thus the Spirit of Incredulity, 
being diſcomfited and put to Shame. by the Work of the 
Lord, has not in Store any Manner of Weapon to lift up 
againſt it but Slanders and Calumnies; a Vein of Malice and 
Envy running through all its Actions, ſo as to brand with 
the Imputation of Untruth, Things as clear as the Sun at 
Noon-day ; or to cry down the Praiſes and Acknowledg- 
ments flowing from a Senſe of God's Goodneſs, as the mere 
Reſult of Pride and Oftentation. I hope, in the mean Time, 
our great and good Creator owning theſe ſmall Beginnings 
(however contemptible they may appear to the World) will 
not fail powerfully to carry them on; and that he will con- 
found more and more the reſtleſs Spirit of Infidelity, with 
its whole Retinue of Lies and Slanders. Wherefore, who- 
ever will obſtinately perſiſt in his Unbelief, he may run this 
Hazard at his own Expence, till he find by Experience that 
the Lord will, in Spight of all Oppoſition, do what pleaſeth 
him ; and, by the loud Fame of his own wonderful Works, 
awaken many thouſand Souls out of their lethargick Sleep 
of Unhelief, ſtrengthen them in their Faith, ſupport them 
under Trials and Probations, excite them to praiſe his Name, 
and transform them into his Likeneſs, by infuſing into them 
a Charitable Temper, thro' ſuch tender and endearing Marks 
of his Goodneſs as we have enjoyed. 

Of this he hath given us many ſignal Proofs ſince the firſt 
Narrative of the Undertaking, reaching to Eaſter 17or, has 
been publiſhed. This proved a Means whereby the Lord 
was pleaſed to derive many a Blefling on many Souls, for 
which I offer up a joyful Hallelujah to his Name; and this 
encourages me to hope, that this preſent Letter to you will 
be attended with the ſame Benediction.

But now, for your further Information, you muſt know, 
that the whole Undertaking hath been hitherto carried on 
as it was firſt begun. Leſs than Twenty Shillings (as has

tal, 


trecting a Charity- School; by the Help whereof a Parcel of 
poor Vagrants was taken in, and only furniſhed with Books 
and Schooling at free Coſt, 

This was the Meal in the Barrel which hath not beeti DJ 
waſted, and the Oil in the Cruſe that hath not failed to this 
Day. This was the Fund that produced Four Charity- 
Schools, which conſtantly have been ſupported. Theſe Cha- 
to ſet up an Hoſpi- 

I being fully convinced of its Neceſſity, tho' I had no- 
thing to do it withal. Another good Effect it had was, the 
Maintenance of poor Scholars; as it was deſired by a Perſon 
who gave 500 Crowns towards defraying the Charges thereof. 

The Well-fpring of*the- Divine Bounty hath ever ſince 
been flowing: And may it ſtill pour forth its moſt plentiful 
Emanations, that many more young Students of mean Con- 
dition may draw Comfort and Support thence! Which I 
believe in great Aſſurance the Lord will fulfil. 

When at firſt we wanted but a little Houſe, by reaſon 
of the ſmall Number of our Children, then I reſolved in 
the Name of God to buy one; and the Lord readily fup- 
plied me with ſo much Money as I wanted for that Pur- 
poſe. This Houſe ſerved our Turn till Necefſhty required 
a bigger; and, when this was thought neceffary, there was 
one purchaſed, and the Lord furniſhed us with a ſuitable 
Sum of Money. But, when this likewiſe was found inſuf- 
ficient, and the hiring of Houſes ſcattered up and down 
through the Town was apt to create no ſmall Diſorder, we 
reſolved, in the Name of God, to lay the Foundation for a 
competent Building. 
much as would anſwer the Coſt of a ſmall Cottage, much 
leſs ſuch a Building as might hold about. 200 People. Net 
ther were there wanting ſuch as diſcovered the rough and 

difficult Ways we were like to paſs through, if I would 
purſue the Deſign. Others adviſed to fet up an Houſe of 
Wood, to fave the expenſive Coſt of a Stone-building. 
So again ſome would ſay, What is this Waſte ſor? And, 
by ſuch and the like Arguments, I was almoſt prevailed on 
to comply: But the Lord ſtrengthned my Faith with fo 
powerful a Conviction, as if he had faid expreſly unto me; 
Build thou it of Stones, and I will pay the Charge. Indeed 
he hath been as good as his Word: And from Week. to 
Week, from Month to Month, the Crumbs as it were of 
his Comfort have dropt down, and fed our Poor, as one

The publick Colle&ion which, by Authority of his Pruſ- f. 
ſian Majeſty, was to be made throughout his Dominions, 
was never ſet on Foot but in a few Provinces; and, in this 
Juncture of Time, I have given it quite over, that ſo I 

might cut off all Manner of Slanders which ſome would 
raiſe againſt the Deſign from the Execution of that Grant. 
But, notwithſtanding all this, not one of the Orphans, nor 
any ſuch as are employed about them, have had any Rea- 
ſon to complain of Want; ſo that if ever they ſhould be 
asked, Did ye lack any Thing? they mult needs ſay, No- 
thing, Luke xxii. 575 

r "Tis true, that I have been very often reduced to the laſt 
Extremity, both in this and the foregoing Years, ſo that I 
had not one Crown, nay, not one Groat left: But, as the 
Lord hath at all Times relieved us with ſeaſonable Supplies ; 
ſo he hath now carried us through the Trials of this Year 
with his uſual Providence, and my Soul hath found Reſt in 
him the great Creator of Heaven and Earth. 

Juſt when the foregoing Narrative was prepared for the 
Preſs, 20 Crowns were ſent by one that lived at a great Di- 
ſtance, which proved a ſeaſonable Support. The next Week, 
when all was ſpent, an unexpected Help of 50 Crowns was 
ſent in by a Perſon from whom I little expected any ſuch 
Thing. But this not ſerving our Turn, 50 more fell in from 
the Kindneſs of a Patron; wherein this was remarkable, that 
whereas this Gentleman was wont to allow this Sum at the 
Beginning of the Year, by a Journey he undertook having 
been hindered this Year from performing his Promiſe at that 
particular Time, he ſent it now in a more ſeaſonable Hour, 
when we were reduced to greater Want. 

Soon after this, a certain Lady offered to beſtow every 

Year as much Salt as the Hoſpital wanted. No ſooner had 

ſhe reſolved on this, but another was moved hereby to ſend 

ſome Corn for the Benefit of the Hoſpital. 

- Beſides this, there fell in now and then ſome ſmall Sums : 

But theſe proving inſufficient for carrying on the Work, 2 
the 
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the Providence of God we received oo Crowns, which 
were left to the Hoſpital in the foregoing Year by the Will 
of a deceaſt Benefactor; but the Payment thereof was put 
off till now, and we were glad to have it at ſo ſeaſonable 
a Juncture. 1 

A Gentleman about the ſame Time offered 12 Crowns; 
and a Widow ſent a Ducat out of her ſmall Stock. Others 
were ſtill contributing ſomething or other to our Support, 
being ſuch as were for the moſt Part unknown to me, or at 
teaſt would have their Names concealed. N 
About June, our Stock beginning again to decay, a Per- 
fon, who Would not be known, preſented us with 25 Crowns ; 
and another, who was a Favourer of the Hoſpital, beſtowed 
40 Crowns-upon it; as alſo a Gentleman ſent 20 more, which 
a good while before he had offered to pay yearly : : More- 
over, a certain General paid down the Sum of 100 Crowns; 
which was alſo followed with a Gift of 6, ſent by a Pro- 
feſlor of Divinity, bearing this Inſcription writ upon a Paper, 


Theſe little Mites, beſtowed are 
Upon the Objects of God's Care, 


But (O how faithful is God!) when all this was not ſut- 
ficient to defray the neceſſary Charges, I juſt then received 
two Letters of Advice by the Poſt; in one whereof I was 
told, that 250 Crowns ſhould be paid down for the Relief 
of the Hoſpital. This Sum came from a certain Doctor of 
Phyſick beyond Sea, who ordered the Payment thereof 
here: The Lord be his Phyſician! It ſeemed he underſtood 
ſomething of the H:gh-Dutch Language; and he writ to 
the Merchant whom be appointed to pay the Money, that, 
if he could not ſend it immediately, he ſhould give me 
Notice; for (faith he in his Letter) he is in daily Want, and 
I'm ſure he will quickly ſend for it. 
This indeed gave me no ſmall Encouragement; for 1 23 
thought, The Lord will rather excite ſome good Souls beyond 
Sea to aſſiſt us, than to let us ſuffer any Want. | 

The other Letter of Advice promiſed 70 Crowns, which 
were collected, far from the Place, in a Charity-Box, by 
ſome Friends for the Relief of the Hoſpital, The ſame Bok 
has further ſupplied us with Money twice this Year; at one 
Time with the Sum of 50 Crowns, and at another with 60. 
Before this was ſpent, a Patron ſent 10 Ducats in Gold, and 
10 Crowns more in ſmaller Money; and the Perſon by whoſe 
Hand it was brought made an Addition of 30 Crowns more, 
At the End of June, * who had W

In July a Traveller happened to come hither, and by the 
Sight of the Hoſpital found his Charity ſo far excited, that 
he readily offered Five Ducats in Gold. 

A Friend of ours having purchaſed two Silver Mines in the 
Mine-works near Freiberg, called the New Bleſſing; and, 
having improved them for the Benefit of the Hoſpital, ſent 
now Two Crowns as the Reſult thereof. iS 

Laft Summer the Lord inclined alſo the Heart of his 
Royal Highneſs Prince George of Denmark, reſiding in Eng- 
land, bountifully to disburſe the Sum of Three hundred 
Crowns for the Hoſpital, which by a Bill of Exchange was 
ſent hither : The Lord remember this Benefit! 1 muſt fay, 
that this Support coming from abroad, proved a freth In- 
ſtance, both of the admirable Providence of God, and of 
his perpetual Care for our Relief. How eafily are the raſh 
Cenſures of unbelieving Men confounded, by ſuch unex- 
pected Proofs of the gracious Dealings of God! Nothing 
dropped from their Lips but ſuch and the like Expreſſions ; 
The Work can't hold out, becauſe there is no ſettled Fund for 
it. But is not God the moſt ſtable and the moſt certain 
Fund? Or will they ſet up a Competition betwixt God and 
Mammon, to diſcover whether is the molt conſtant ? Is not 
Heaven better fix d than any terreſtrial Bottom wherein they 
would found themſelves ? And is not our God the great 
Creator of Heaven and Earth, and an univerſal Monarch 
indeed, having full Power to diſpoſe of all the Treaſures of 
the whole World in what Manner he pleaſeth ? But, for my 
Part, I muſt confeſs, I reap a particular Comfort out of 
ſuch raſh Expreſſions as theſe, which are the Spawn of un-

Count, having taken a View of the Hoſpital, preſented it 
with a Hundred Crowns; and another Perſon, whoſe Name 
I know not, and who had engag'd to pay down every Mi- 
chaelmas Thirty Crowns, ſent in the ſame at this Time very 
ſeaſonably ; not now to mention other ſmall Sums of Four, 
Ten, Twenty, Four and twenty Crowns, ec. then be- 
ſtowed on us. 

"Twas remarkable further, that the Steward being much 
concern'd for getting ſome new Linen for the Hoſpital, 
about Michaelmas, was happily ſupplied by the Liberality 
of a Nobleman, who ſent in Eighteen Pieces of Linen 
Cloth for the Benefit of the Poor. But the Boys being ſtil: 
in Want of Neckcloths, and the Steward much concern'd how 
to procure them, as knowing the little Money we had by us 
was to be laid out for other Neceſſaries of greater Importance, 
it ſo happen'd, that a well-diſpoſed Perſon came hither, and 
readily ſupplied, both the Boys with Neckcloths, and the Girls 
with Caps. Which made our Steward once more deeply 
ſenſible of the Goodneſs of God, this being a further Proof 
that he had unneceſſarily diſquieted himſelf with anxious 
Thoughts. 

For ſeveral Weeks in the Harveſt, and about the Beginning 


of Winter, we met with a wonderful Train, both of torrow- =>, 


ful Trials, and Joyful Deliverances, order'd for us by Divine 
Providence. For tho' a certain Miniſter of W. ſent in 
Twelve Crowns, acquainting us withal, that an unknown 
Perſon had deſign'd them for the Hoſpital, who deſired in 
the mean Time the Prayers of our Poor in a certain Concern 
they were then engag'din (wherein alſo 1 hear the Lord hath 
graciouſly granted our Requeſt ;) and tho' the Rector of a 
School offer'd us Six Crowns in ready Money, and Six more 
by a Bill of Exchange, beſides ſome other ſmall Sums falling 
in; Yet allthis ſeem'd too little to carry us through the pre- 
ſent Want. 

About the ſame Time I writ to you, my dear Friend, as 
you may remember, that the Undertaking fill went on in the 
ſame Manner, without the leaſt ſettled Proviſion (as they call 
it who generally labour under Abundance of Cares in the 
Midſt of their plentiful Revenues) for the Maintenance of the 
Hoſpital, it being ſupported only by ſuch Gifts as the Lord was 
pleaſed to beſtow upon us Day after Day; and that I then had 
but a few Crowns leſt, Likewiſe, probably you may re- 
member that you writ me Word, 1t was ſtrange to ſee, that 
the Affair was ſtill carried on in the ſame Way, and that —

theſe, than any other Circumſtances, When I received this 


Letter, I had then but Fifteen Pence in Store: But, ſoon after 


I had read your Letter, a Student came, and told me of ſome- 


body, whoſe Name he would not tell, who ſent for the Sup- 


port of the Hoſpital Forty Crowns in Silver, and Five Ducats 
in Gold. He'deſired-only a Receipt, which while I was writ- 


ing, agodly Miniſter from M. came to ſee me, and prais'd- 


the Lord, when he heard after what Manner our Want was 
juſt then ſupplied ; offering me at the ſame Time a Parcel of 
Silver-lace, which a Gentlewoman at B. now growing ſen- 
fible of her Vanities, had given him for the Relief of our 
Hoſpital, ſhe having ript them off from her fine Cloths, 
wherewith ſhe heretofore uſually endeavour'd to ſet herſelf 


out in the Eye of the World, with poſitive Orders that we 
ſhould not fell it till we had burnt it, for fear that ſomebody 


elſe would apply it to the ſame ill Uſe of gratifying their Pride. 

But all this was ſoon'ſpent, in that Extremity to which we 
were reduc'd. And, juſt when the laſt Penny of our Stock 
was laid out, a Packet came to my Hands by the Poſt, con- 


taining about 60 Crowns; which was deliver'd in ſo ſeaſon- 


able an Hour, that I ſent the Packet itſelf to the Steward 
as ſoon as it was handed to me, he being then in great Want 
of Money. | 


2 But now I was again as poor as before; and ſo little Help 


was brought in this Week, that on Friday, when the Stew- 
ard (according to Cuſtom) came to me for Money, I had 
but a Crown to give him. The very ſame Evening I hap- 
pen'd to tell the Overſeer of the Building, Yow muſt bring 
me Money To-morrow, for my Stock is quite exhauſted. In 
the mean Time the Steward again importun'd me for Mo- 
ney. I told him, He had receiv'd the laſt Crown y ry 
and I had not a Farthing left. He asked, What he ſhould do 
with the Man that uſed to cleave the Wood, and the Women 
that clean'd the Children? for, being poor People, they would 
ſadly want their Money. Adding, If there was but one Crown 
to be had, he would make Shift. I replied, There was not ſd 
much now in Store; but the Lord knew it was a Hoſpital for 
the Poor, and that we had nothing for its Maintenance. 'Tis 
true, ſays he; and ſo away he goeth pretty comfortable. 


Coming within Sight of the Hoſpital, he ſeeth a Waggon 


before it, laden with Corn, which one of our Benefactors 
had caus'd to be convey'd thither (knowing nothing of the 
Want we then were reduc'd to:) At which Sight the Stew- 
ard was ſurpris d with Joy, exceedingly admiring the wen 
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derful Providence of God. Vet he had ſtill the forementios 
ned Concern upon him, viz. How to get a little ready Mos 
ney fot the foreſaid poor People who Fad been employ'd in 
the Hoſpital? In the mean Time it fell out, that befides 
ſome Remnants .of Cloth, and fome Childrens Stockings, 
5s Crowns were ſent by a Merchant, and deliver'd to him, 
whom I bade the Night before to bring me ſome Money; 
| who then readily ſupplied the Want of the Steward with as 
much as —__ fuffice to pay the Cleaver of the Wood, 
and the Women that clean'd the Children. The reſt he 
brought unto me, rejoicing like a Child, that he now was 
able to bring me ſome Money, as I bade him the Night be» 
fore, which he never thought he ſhould be able to do, 

4 The next Monday a Patron and Well-wiſher to our Un- 
dertaking ſent in 20 Crowns, after he had been hy cr D 
with our Circumſtances; and another Perſon ſent likewiſe 
20 Crowns more. Beſides the above-mentioned Patron, 
who had preſented the Hoſpital with a Waggon-load of 
Corn, ſent afterwards another; And ſome ſmall Sums of 
oney alſo came in, whereby we were carried through our 
Difficulties for that Time; till I received your Letter with 
a Ducat incloſed in it, ſent by ſome Friend of yours un- 
known to me, 
And theſe Inſtances I was willing here to ſet down, that 
I might give you ſome Idea of our Exerciſe in Time of 
Probation ; tho'I am ſufficiently convinced, that Narratives D 
of this Kind will ſeem over- ſimple and fanciful to the great 
Wits of the Age. 
Others have, for Want of better Judgment, thus expreſ- 
ſed themſelves; 'Twas no great Prize to build an Houſe, when 
I received enough to do it withal ; if they had ſuch Incomes, 
they ſhould not think it hard to 22 likewiſe for ſo many 
People, erect an Hoſpital, &c. But to this I fay, That they 
who reaſon thus, have no right Apprehenſions of the Mat- Dy 
ter, ſuppoſing that I do aſcribe to myſelf the feeding of 
ſo many People, and ſetting up an Holpital ; whereas, if 
ever ſuch a Thought ſhould inſinuate itſelf into my Mind 
I ſhould take it indeed for a Temptation of the Devil, and 
would fight againſt it to the utmoſt of my Power, 
The Lord hath carried me through many untrodden Ways, DJ 
which human Reaſon had never been able to beat through, 
and hereby hath experimentally taught me the true Meaning 
of the Words of the Pfſalmiſt; The Eyes of all wait upon 
thee, O Lord, and thou giveſt them their Meat in due Seaſon, 
Thou openeſt thine Hand, and ſatisfieft the Deſire of every 
a L living 
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living Thing. And of that Expreſſion of our Saviour, Man 
Pall not live by Bread alone, but by every Word that proceed - 


eth out of the Mouth of God. 
And how is it poſſible, that, ſeeing Two hundred Per- 


ſons dining and ſupping daily in the Hoſpital, I ſhould make 


ſuch a horrid Blunder, as preſumptuouſly to ſay, Tis I pro- 
vide for all theſe? I proteſt before the Lord, that I take 
the whole Undertaking for a Work entirely belonging to 
God, being the Product of his Goodneſs, wherein no Body 
ought to have any the leaſt Regard to me, fince I never 
pretended at all to have any Share in the Praiſes redounding 
thence. And how ſoon might the Lord cut off any ſuch 
ſelfiſh Pretence, if I ſhould offer to arrogate any Thing to 
myſelf in this Affair, by leaving me but once to myſelf, 
in paſſing through ſo many various Trials as he hitherto hath 
been pleas'd to permit to fallupon me, and through which 
he has wonderfully conducted me? For ſo all my Endeavours 
and Hopes muſt be ſhamefully diſappointed. 

But as for the Objection above-mentioned, I ſay further, 
That I never knew before-hand whence I ſhould be ſupplied, 
and with what Sums ; and conſequently, that it is impoſſible 
for us, always to make our Expences exactly anſwer our In- 
come which is ſo uncertain. The laſt Inſtance may ſuffi- 
ciently ſhew what Straits I find myſelf now and then re- 
duced to, inſomuch that there is not one Crown, nay, nor 
one Groat left; and this happens ſometimes at ſuch a Time 
as requires a ſpeedy Relief, under very preſſing Circum- 
tances: So that I muſt place all my Confidence in a com- 
fortable Expectation of the further Emanations of the in- 
exhauſtible Fountain of Divine Goodneſs. 

It ſeems not ſo difficult for a Man to have Recourſe to 
God, under the Concern of providing a Maintenance for 
his Wife and Children, fince herein he may with more Right 
and greater Boldneſs lay Claim to his fatherly Providence ; 
for theſe are nearer related to us than the Children of others, 


to the outward Maintenance of whom no human Law com- 


pelleth us. Here one might mcke eaſily ſay in his Applica- 
tions to the Lord, Lord, thou haſt beſtowed them upon me, 
and 1 hope thou wilt alſo take Care of them: And yet we 
obſerve aaily how prone People are to overcharge their 
Hearts with a World of vexatious Cares, whenever they do 
not ſee a preſent Stock to provide for their natural Relations. 
All which ſhould inſpire us with an hearty Senſe of the Hand 
of God in this Undertaking, and cauſe us not to grudge the 
Praiſes due to him on this Bchalf, — 
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in this Affair, and am hardly able to give any ſufficient Rea- 
ſon for it. Twas, I think, a ſecret Guidance of the Lord, 
whereby I was carried to the performing of ſuch Things 
as tended to an End I had not yet conceived in my Mind, 
which inclined me afterwards to frame ſuch a Defign, where-

For my Part, I readily confeſs that I have been engaged => 


of at firſt I had not entertained any premeditated Project; 


which being once laid down, it became a Means, under the 
Divine Conduct, of carrying on, facilitating and accompliſh- 
ing the whole Undertaking: And indeed the Experience re- 
quiſite for ſuch a Work, grew up along with the Work it- 
ſelf. And I muſt needs ſay, That if the Lord had furniſhed 
me, when J at firſt went about it, with all that Money at 
once which he hath been pleaſed from Time to Time to 
beſtow-upon me, I ſhould never have laid it out ſo well as 
I hope I have done, now that it hath been given us ſuceſ- 
ſively, and at ſuch Times when our Wants did ly ſenſibly 


upon us. Such a vaſt Sum of Money, to the Management 


whereof I never was uſed in my Life, would have been a 
greater Burden to me (if I ſhould have been obliged to con- 
trive how to carry on ſuch an Undertaking with ſo large a 
Stock) than all the Trials I hitherto have paſſed through. 
Praiſed be therefore the Wiſdom of God for all, and in all 
his wonderful Dealings. 

If any Body ſhall offer to brand me with Self-intereſt in 
this Affair, I can eaſily bear with that Aſperſion; and ſo 
much the more eaſily, if he be of the Number of thoſe who 
know nothing of theſe Trials I have undergone fince I have 
been engaged therein; but more eſpecially, if he don't know 
that I have found greater Riches in a hving Faith in God, 
both for me and my Relations, than Emperors and Kings 
could ever beſtow upon us. The Lord hath graciouſly 
taught me how to underſtand, in the Light of Faith, the 
Meaning of that Saying, Rom. viii. 32. He that ſpared not 
his own Son, but delivered him up for us all, how ſhall he 
not with him alſo freely give us all —_— And of that 
of Deut. x. 9. Levi hath no Part nor Inheritance with his 
Brethren : The Lord is his Inheritance, according as the Lord 
thy God promiſed him. I know how much is to be referred 
to the Shadow of the Old Covenant in this Paſſage : But a 
mortified ſelf-denying Life, becoming the true Diſciples of 
Chriſt, and conſiſting in a generous Deſcrtion of all they 
have, is more properly to be referred to the Body and Sub- 
ſtance, than to the Shadow and Types of the Law, the 
Lord having promiſed himſelf to be their Portion. But he

that never had any experimental Taſte of theſe Promifes, 
wiz, That he, whoſe Portion is the Lord, wanteth nothing, 
nd that he never is a Loſer that leaveth all for his Sake; 
uch a one will hardly be perſwaded to lay aſide his jealous 
Surmiſes, becauſe he judgeth of others by himſelf, 

And thus I think, Moſt honour'd Friend, I have at pre- 
ſent anſwer d your Expectation, in giving ſome Account of 
the moſt remarkable Paſſages of Divine Providence that have 
hitherto befallen us in the Management of the Hoſpital, en- 
tirely referring the Communication of this Letter to your Pru- 
dence; but reſerving to myſelf the Care of putting it out 


here in Print, as a Continuation of that Narrative which has 


been already ſet forth. The Lord hath not been pleas'd as 
yet to make us known to one another by Sight; yet aſſure 

ou that your Letters, diſcovering your Faith in and your 

ove to FESUS CHRIST and all Mankind, prove no 
ſmall Excitement to me, and which I hope have been effectual 
to the uniting our Hearts in a moſt tender Senſe of reciprocal 
Love and Kindneſs, which is a Foretaſte here of that eternal 
Life, the full Enjoyment whereof will follow then, when 
we come to be favour'd with endleſs Joys, before the Throne 
of our Lord Feſus Chriſt / To whoſe infinite Mercy I com- 
mit not only the full Reward of your charitable Inclinations 
towards us, but aiſo yourſelf in this Beginning of the Year, 
praying him to bleſs you both here and hereafter,
